Purchase  Tax 

SIX  MEDICINES  NEWLY  EXEMPTED 

THE  Purchase  Tax  (No.  2)  Direction 
1968  temporarily  exempts  six  further 
"essential"  drugs  and  medicines  from 
purchase  tax  as  from  May  21.  With 
the  comparable  proprietary  product  in 
square  brackets  they  are:  1,4-bis  (3- 
Bromopropionyl)  piperazine;  parben- 
dazole,  prepared  for  veterinary  use; 
phenoperidine  hydrochloride  [Operi- 
dine];  sulisobenzone,  prepared  for  the 
treatment  of  photoaesthesia,  and  ura- 
mustine  [Uracil  mustard].  All  are 
added  to  Head  II  of  the  Schedule  (see 
C.  &  D.  Year  Book,  p.  265).  In  Head 


II  also  the  entry  relating  to  "Dihydro- 
codeine  hydrogen  tartrate  .  .  ."  is 
amended  to :  "Dihydrocodeine  hydro- 
gen tartrate  mixed  with  one  of  the  fol- 
lowing, that  is  to  say,  acetylsalicylic 
acid  or  paracetamol"  [Paramol — 118]. 

Import  Duty  Changes 

JULY  START  TO  KENNEDY  ROUND 

THE  Treasury  has  made  the  Import 
Duties  (General)  (No.  4)  Order  1968 
(published  as  S.I.  1968  No.  679  (H.M. 
Stationery  Office,  price  24s.)  which 
comes  into  operation  on  July  1.  The 
Order  consolidates  the  Import  Duties 
(General)  (No.  11)  Order,  1966  and 
the  various  Orders  amending  it  and 
among  other  things  implements  the 
first  instalment  of  the  Kennedy  Round 
tariff  reductions  (C.  &  £>.,  May  20, 
1967,  p.  459),  effects  some  simplifica- 
tions of  the  tariff  which  were  agreed 
during  the  course  of  the  Kennedy 
Round  and  eliminates  certain  unneces- 
sary tariff  subheadings.  Under  the  in- 


ternational agreement  the  countries 
could  reduce  their  tariffs  on  agreed 
items  by  five  equal  annual  instalments 
starting  on  January  I,  or  by  two- 
fifths  of  the  total  reductions  on  July 
1,  and  the  remainder  in  three  equal 
instalments  on  January  1,  1970,  1971, 
and  1972.  The  U.K.  adopted  the  second 
method.  The  Order  implements  the 
first  stage  of  the  U.K.'s  concessions 
by  reducing  the  full  rate  of  duty  (and, 
where  applicable,  the  Commonwealth 
preferential  rate)  on  a  very  wide  range 
of  goods.  The  tariff  simplification  in- 
cludes the  conversion  of  some  duties 
from  a  specific  to  an  ad  valorem  basis 
and  the  simplification  of  some  mixed 
specific  lad  valorem  duties.

THE  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisher- 
ies and  Food  has  issued  recommenda- 
tions for  the  safe  use  in  Britain  of  the

For  veterinary  use: — Ethoxyquin,  noxy- 
tiolin,  crondlone,  furazolidone  and  tetra- 
misole. 

For  home  garden  use: — Carbaryl,  pen- 
tachlorophenol,  dichlobenil,  thiram  and 
aluminium  ammonium  sulphate. 

For  food  storage  practice: — Boric  acid, 
aluminium  ammonium  sulphate,  fenitro- 
thion  and  dichlorvos. 

Agricultural  and  horticultural  use:  — 
Maneb,  chlormequat,  hexachlorobenzene 
dry  seed  dressing,  arylmercury  canker 
paints,  vamidothion,  mancozeb,  oxine- 
copper,  azinphos-methyl,  2-phcnylphenol, 
aluminium  ammonium  sulphate,  quino- 
methionate,  ethion,  propachlor,  nitrofen, 
dichlobenil,  paraquat,  chlorfenvinphos  and 
dazomet. 

For  the  food  trade: — Vaporisers  dis- 
charging dichlorvos.

Office  Supervision 

TRAINING  COMMITTEE'S  REPORT 

AN  urgent  need  to  improve  the  per- 
formance of  office  supervisors,  is  men- 
tioned in  a  report  by  the  commercial 
and  clerical  training  committee  of  the 
Central  Training  Council  ("Training 
for  Office  Supervision"  (H.M. 
Stat  ionery  Office,  price  2s.)).  The  com- 
mittee believes  that  the  emphasis  must 
be  on  development  on  the  job,  com- 
plemented by  short,  intensive  courses 
directed  to  clearly  defined  objectives. 
Industrial  training  boards  are  recom- 
mended to  make  financial  grants  con- 
ditional on  there  being  a  job  specifica- 
tion derived  from  a  job  analysis  and 
that  companies  claiming  grants  for  ex- 
ternal courses  should  have  a  policy  of 
internal  training  supervised  by  a  senior 
manager  and  carried  out  according  to 
a  considered  programme.  For  small 
companies  some  simplification  of  the 
conditions  might  be  allowed. 

Hospitals 

NEW  PATTERN  OF  SERVICE 

THE  new  pattern  of  hospital  service 
will  require  many  fewer  hospitals  in 
future  than  the  2,500  now  in  use;  the 
service  is  now  spending  about  £100 
million  a  year  on  hospital  building  and 
''the  arrival  of  the  new  will  imply  the 
disappearance  of  the  old,"  says  the 
Ministry  of  Health  in  a  memorandum 
(H.M.  (68)  31)  to  hospital  authorities. 
The  Ministry  points  out  that  many  of 
the  old  hospitals  are  inadequately  and 
badly  sited  buildings  and  more  than 
half  of  them  have  under  100  beds.  The 
greater  part  of  the  present  service  is 
provided  by  a  minority  of  hospitals. 
Seven-tenths  of  all  beds  are  contained 
in  one-fifth  of  all  hospitals,  and  two- 
thirds  of  all  acute  beds  in  one-third 
of  all  acute  hospitals.  It  is  intended 
that  no  closure  shall  mean  a  loss  of 


Plugging  the  Brain  Drain 

£21  MILLION  TO  KEEP  MEN  IN  U.K. 

THE  Wellcome  Trustees  wrote  recently 
to  universities  in  Great  Britain  and 
Northern  Ireland  offering  to  make  sub- 
stantial grants  to  enable  them  to  retain 
medical  research  workers  whose  de- 
veloping requirements  were  restricted 
through  the  present  limitations  of  uni- 
versity finance.  Need  for  the  awards  has 
arisen  because  the  number  of  university 
posts  of  suitable  seniority  for  medical 
scientists  has  not  kept  pace  with  the 
rapid  advances  in  knowledge,  thus 
denying  quality  research  workers  any 
expansion  of  opportunities.

Antibiotics  in  Agriculture 

CONTROL  UNDER  CONSIDERATION 

THE  Minister  for  Local  Government 
(Mr.  Boland)  speaking  on  behalf  ol 
the  Minister  for  Agriculture,  told  Dr 
J.  O'Connell  (Lab.)  in  the  Dail  on 
May  9,  that  farmers'  freedom  to  ac- 
quire and  use  antibiotics  indiscrimin 
ately  has  caused  a  situation  detrimental 
to  the  farmers'  own  interests.  Exten- 
sive  publicity  on  correct  use  of  anti 
biotics  had  not  succeeded  in  correcting 
that  tendency.  In  reply  to  a  question 
from  Dr.  O'Connell  asking  whethei 
in  view  of  the  fact  that  antibiotics 
could  be  transferred  to  humans  by 
the  eating  of  animal  products,  regula 
tions  should  not  be  made  immediately 
restricting  them  to  veterinary  sur- 
geons the  Minister  said  the  whole 
question  of  control  was  under  con 
sideration.

STUDENTS  SEEK  BETTER  FACILITIES 

AN  approach  has  been  made  to  the 
Minister  for  Education  by  the  Irish 
Pharmaceutical    Students'  Association 
and  the  Union  of  Students  of  Irelanc 
suggesting  that  the  needs  of  pharmaceul 
tical  education  would  be  best  served  ill 
the  College  of  Pharmacy  were  located!

Commonwealth      countries,  Ireland! 
would  need  not  only  to  maintain  the! 
present  standard,  but  to  raise  it.  The! 
necessary  expansion   could   best  take! 
place  were  the  College  of  Pharmacy! 
located  beside  a  science  or  medicine! 
faculty.  Even  if  no  expansions  were  to 
take   place   standards   could   be  best 
maintained — from  educational  and  eco- 
nomic   viewpoints — by    locating  the 
B.Sc.  (Pharm.)  course  in  close  proximity 
to  one  or  other  of  those  faculties.  The 
students  draw  attention  to  the  facts 
that  there  is  no  room  at  the  Shrews- 
bury road  site  for  expansion  of  the 
present  degree  to  a  four-year  course, 
and  that  present  library  and  research 
facilities  are  completely  inadequate.

TOPICAL  REFLECTIONS 

By  Xrayser 
Marching  up  and  down 

Some  thirty  years  ago,  if  memory  serves,  when  it  was  customary  to 
engage  a  vocalist  to  entertain  the  guests  at  the  Conference  banquet,  a 
baritone  singer  chose  to  entertain  a  mixed  company  with  Kipling's  "Boots." 
You  may  remember  the  jingle  which  states:  "Boots,  Boots,  Boots,  Boots, 
marching  up  and  down  again."  I  have,  I  hope,  the  correct  number  of 
Boots,  but  even  with  the  repetition,  which  went  on  to  assure  us  that  there 
was  no  discharge  in  the  war,  it  seems  that  there  are  to  be  more  than  ever 
in  the  country  when  the  new  pharmaceutical  merger  takes  place.  I  can 
well  understand  that  there  may  be  feelings  of  apprehension  in  the  minds 
of  some  of  the  staffs  of  both  organisations,  for  it  is  unusual  for  such 
merging  of  interests  to  take  place  without  change  of  some  kind.  One 
would  expect  that  opportunity  would  be  taken  to  close  (or  allow  to 
evanesce)  some  of  the  less  remunerative  branches  and  to  make  the  most 
advantageous  use  of  the  qualified  personnel  set  free  by  such  a  policy. 
But  never  having  been  faced,  in  my  own  career,  with  problems  of  such 
magnitude,  or  (I  whisper  it)  likely  to  be,  it  would  be  idle  for  me  to 
speculate  on  the  future.  I  have  little  doubt  that  the  sum  of  thirty  million 
pounds  is  not  being  offered  merely  to  acquire  qualified  managers.  I  wonder 
if  Mr.  Allen  Aldington  was  wise,  in  his  capacity  of  president  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society,  to  make  public  comment  when  asked  by  The 
Times  about  the  consequences  of  the  merger  for  the  independent  chemists, 
or  if  he  improved  matters  by  writing  later  to  that  same  newspaper  making 
it  clear  that  he  was  not  speaking  for  the  independent  chemists  but  as  presi- 
dent of  the  Society.  The  outcome  of  the  merger  will  be  watched  with 
interest,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  there  will  not  be  too  many  discharges. 

Careers  in  pharmacy 

I  found  inspiration  in  the  pages  devoted  to  careers  in  pharmacy,  and  in 
many  respects  J  found  myself  envious  of  the  opportunities  offered  to  the 
young  graduate  of  today  (p.  441  et  seq.).  On  the  other  hand,  honesty 
compels  me  to  admit  that  the  newly  registered  of  my  generation  were  not 
the  product  of  the  advanced  course  of  a  university,  nor  were  they,  on 
being  granted  their  certificates,  uncommitted.  Nearly  all  of  them  had 
already  spent  four  or  five  years  in  the  hard  school  of  general  practice 
pharmacy  and  few  forsook  the  path  by  which  they  had  entered.  The  few 
who  changed  course  and  found  their  way  into  hospital  and  manufacturing 
did  so  not  from  dedication  so  much  as  lack  of  opportunity.  I  compliment 
the  young  writers  of  the  articles  on  their  enterprise  and  their  enthusiasm 
as  well  as  on  their  lucid  exposition  of  the  reasons  for  their  choice. 

Decimals 

Old  Marley  —  Dr.  Marley,  that  is  —  is  still  very  much  alive.  With  his 
customary  dignity  and  impressive  manner,  he  descended  upon  the  phar- 
macy the  other  day.  (If  you  knew  the  gentleman  you  would  appreciate  that 
"descended"  is  an  accurate  description.)  He  made  a  small  purchase  and  I 
took  pleasure  in  including  one  of  the  new  coins  in  his  change,  drawing 
attention  to  it  and  reminding  him  that  in  other  times  we  had  to  learn 
other  manners.  To  my  surprise  he  at  once  agreed,  for  he  is  one  of  the 
old  school  which  has  never  accepted  114  mils  as  meaning  anything  and 
has  continued  to  write  gr.  1/130  or  gr.  1/100  when  prescribing  glyceryl 
trinitrate.  (He  even  refers  to  it  as  "trinitrin"  despite  all  my  efforts.  Now, 
it  seemed,  he  had  bowed  to  the  inevitable  for  he  discoursed  on  the  simpli- 
city of  decimals  with  an  enthusiasm  that  was  astonishing.  He  displayed 
all  the  zeal  of  the  reformer.  "We  must  go  into  this  with  complete 
thoroughness,"  he  said.  "I  have  petitioned  Parliament  pointing  out  that  it  is 
all  or  nothing.  I  want  to  see  ten  hours  to  each  day,  ten  days  to  each  week, 
and  ten  months  in  each  year."  On  leaving,  he  kindly  asked  if  I  was  free 
to  accompany  him  to  the  theatre  at  Stratford-upon-Avon  that  evening. 
A  night  in  his  illustrious  company  on  such  an  occasion  was  something  I 
had  always  treasured.  I  asked  what  was  on.  "A  performance  of  'Tenth 
Night',"  he  replied.

Executive's  further  support  for  r.p.m.  on  medicines 


THE  secretary  of  the  Proprietary  Ar- 
ticles Trade  Association  (Mr.  C.  C. 
Green)  attended  the  National  Pharma- 
ceutical Union  Executive  Committee 
meeting  on  April  23  when  resale  price 
maintenance  on  medicines  was  discus- 
sed. It  was  agreed  that  all  possible 
support  should  be  given  by  N.P.U. 
members  in  the  presentation  of  the 
case  for  all  medicines,  that  data  would 
be  collected  and  submitted  to  counsel 
for  early  discussion  between  represen- 
tatives of  the  N.P.U.  and  P.A.T.A., 
and  that  an  ad  hoc  committee  com- 
prising Messrs.  C.  Jacobs  (chairman), 
H.  B.  Coulson  (treasurer),  G.  T.  M. 
David  and  J.  Wright  (secretary),  should 
be  formed  and  empowered  to  proceed 
with  the  collation  of  information. 

Protest  Over  S.E.T. 

The  secretary  reported  that  a  letter 
of  protest  about  the  selective  employ- 
ment tax  had  been  sent  to  the  Chan- 
cellor of  the  Exchequer  by  the  Retail 
Alliance  of  which  the  N.P.U.  was  a 
member.  Mr.  H.  G.  Moss  had  met  the 
transport  liaison  officer  of  the  Greater 
London  Council,  which  has  carried 
through,  with  some  success,  a  pilot 
scheme  for  out-of-hours  delivery  to 
major  grocery  outlets.  Whilst  the 
G.L.C.  appreciated  that  pharmacy  had 
particular  problems  it  was  emphasised 
that  in  London  and  other  major  cities 
there  would  be  increasing  restrictions 
placed  on  the  loading  and  unloading  of 
goods  during  normal  business  hours. 
It  was  suggested  that  the  matter  be 
discussed  at  branch  meetings. 

The  general  purposes  committee  had 
considered  criticism  by  a  committee 
of  inquiry  of  the  failure  of  hospital 
staffs  to  deal  expeditiously  with  a  17- 
month-old  boy  who  had  swallowed  oil 
of  wintergreen.  The  committee  of  in- 
quiry had  commented  that  the  Ministry 
of  Health  should  take  steps  to  advise 
the  public  of  the  danger  of  salicylate 
poisoning,  especially  to  small  children. 
Arising  from  that  comment,  a  reporter 
of  the  Leicester  Mercury  had  pur- 
chased six  bottles  of  oil  of  wintergreen 
from  different  pharmacies  and  a  photo- 
graph of  the  bottles  was  captioned 
"None  marked  'Poison'."  As  methyl 
salicylate  was  not  classified  as  a  poison 
there  were  no  requirements  regarding 
labelling  or  the  container  but  the  lini- 
ment (25  per  cent,  in  a  bland  oil), 
should  be  labelled  "for  external  use 
only"  and  supplied  in  a  coloured  fluted 
bottle  [in  accordance  with  the  British 
Pharmaceutical  Codex].  The  United 
States  Dispensatory  required  any  pre- 
paration containing  more  than  5  per 
cent,  methyl  salicylate  to  bear  a  warn- 
ing that  it  should  be  kept  out  of  reach 
of  children  to  prevent  accidental 
poisoning. 

The  wording  of  a  circular  letter  to 
the  managing  directors  of  all  sup- 
pliers listed  on  the  clearing  house 
schedule  was  agreed.  The  letter  would 
refer  to  the  arrangements  being  made 
to  accept  Giro  documents  and  the  im- 
portance of  sending  statements  to 
members  by  the  seventh  of  each  month 
or  earlier.  Mr.  T.  G.  Anwyl  (chairman,

PHARMACIST  LOSES  APPEAL 

Statutory  Committee  Decision  Upheld 


An  appeal  by  Mr.  Jacob  Levy,  Bury 
Old  Road,  Salford,  against  a  decision 
by  the  Statutory  Committee  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Bri- 
tain to  strike  his  name  from  the  Regis- 
ter (C.  &  D.,  November  25,  1967, 
p.  487),  was  dismissed  in  the  Queen's 
Bench  Divisional  Court,  in  London  on 
May  16.  The  Society  did  not  apply 
for  costs. 

The  order  arose  over  the  sale  of 
poisons  at  Mr.  Levy's  shop  in  St.  Ann's 
Square,  Manchester,  in  the  absence 
of  a  pharmacist.  Mr.  Levy,  challenged 
the  direction  given  by  the  Pharmaceuti- 
cal Society's  Statutory  Committee  in 
November,  1967.  The  court  also  dis- 
missed an  appeal  by  Mr.  Levy's  com- 
pany, Pharmaceutics  (Manchester), 
Ltd.,  against  the  Committee's  direc- 
tion that  it  should  cease  to  be  an 
authorised  seller  of  poisons  for  twelve 
months  and  that  its  name  be  struck 
from  the  register  of  premises. 

Mr.  P.  Curtis,  for  Mr.  Levy,  said 
Mr.  Levy  was  a  substantial  share- 
holder in  and  managing  director  of 
the  appellant  company.  After  outlin- 
ing the  various  disciplinary  proceed- 
ings that  had  been  taken  against  the 
appellant  from  1965  onwards  Mr. 
Curtis  said  the  offences  were  really 
quite  trivial  because  the  poisons  that 
had  been  sold  were  all  contained  in 
compounds  "which  could  be  bought 
over  the  shop  counter  and  were  not 
harmful  even  in  large  quantities.  In 
fact,  two  of  the  compounds  were  cough 
mixtures.  In  my  submission  the  penalty 
was  grave  in  relation  to  the  offences," 
said  counsel. 

Lord  Parker  (Lord  Chief  Justice), 
who  sat  with  Mr.  Justice  Waller  and 
Mr.  Justice  Fisher,  commented :  "It 
is  not  the  nature  of  the  offence  but 
the  fact  that  it  disclosed  a  casual  atti- 
tude also  indicated  by  the  fact  that  he 
did  not  appear  before  the  Committee." 

Mr.  Curtis  said  that  Mr.  Levy  had 
been  qualified  for  thirty  years  and  was 
a  member  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Soci- 
ety's Council  "He  has  rather  taken 
the  attitude  that  the  Society  is  more 
interested  in  prosecuting  members 
than  in  furthering  their  interests,"  said 
counsel.  "That  is  the  sort  of  anti- 
establishment  attitude  that  he  has  in 
the  profession.  If  you  snipe  at  the 
profession  it  is  prudent  to  take  care 
not  to  get  caught  in  the  backfire."  Mr. 
Levy  had  chosen  to  'Carry  a  shining 
sword'  and  had  therefore  drawn  atten- 


tion to  himself.  He  had  now  given 
his  connection  with  the  wine  and  sp 
business  and  had  a  pharmacist  to  as: 
him  in  the  shop.

Cyclaniates 

A  number  of  questions  concerning  the 
labelling  of  products  containing  cyla- 
mates  were  addressed  to  the  Minister 
of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  on 
May  15.  Mrs.  Joyce  Butler  wanted  a 
"categoric  assurance"  that  the  Minis- 
ter's expert  advisers  were  satisfied  it 
would  be  possible  to  measure  the 
amount  of  cyclamates  taken  in  with 
food  without  information  on  the  label. 
Mr.  J.  L.  Hunt  said  many  people 
"rightly  or  wrongly"  regarded  cycla- 
mates as  a  potential  danger  to  health. 
They  felt  they  were  entitled  to  be  told 
when  a  product  contained  that  type  of 
artificial  sweetener.  Mr.  Hoy  (Joint 
Parliamentary  Secretary,  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food)  said  those  who 
advised  the  Ministry  said  that  "artifi- 
cial sweetener"  on  the  label  would 
convey  the  necessary  information. 
There  were  many  who  would  argue 
that  if  it  was  clearly  stated  on  the 
label  it  was  more  readily  understood 
by  the  public. 

Prices  of  Toilet  Requisites 

Mr.  Arnold  Shaw  asked  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Board  of  Tra'de  whether 
he  would  refer  the  increase  in  the 
prices  of  toilet  requisites  to  the  Na- 
tional Board  for  Prices  and  Incomes. 
In  a  written  answer  on  May  16,  Mr. 
J.  P.  W.  Mallalieu  (Minister  of  State, 
Board  of  Trade)  replied  "we  will  con- 
sider the  possibility  of  a  reference  on 
these  lines." 

Purchase  Tax 

During  question  time  on  May  14  Sir 
Gerald  Nabarro  asked  if  the  Chancel- 
lor of  the  Exchequer  realised  that  his 
purchase  tax  arrangements  were 
"entirely  retrogressive"  in  that  they 
were  widening  the  gulf  between  articles 


most  extensively  in  demand  for  ordin- 
ary and  necessary  everyday  usage  "and 
the  most  sumptuary  articles."  Why 
were  cosmetics  taxed  at  2\  times  as 
much  as  soft  drinks?  Mr.  H.  Lever 
(Financial  Secretary)  in  his  reply  said 
that  cosmetics  must  be  regarded  as 
among  the  less  essential,  though  com- 
monly used,  articles  and  the  rate  of 
tax  seemed  appropriate. 

Doctors'  Remuneration 

Mr.  Kenneth  Robinson  informed  Mr. 
L.  Pavitt  on  May  14  that  the  estimated 
gross  remuneration  payable  by  Execu- 
tive Councils  in  1968-69  would,  if 
divided  by  the  estimated  total  of  doc- 
tors, give  a  quotient  of  £5,800.  On  the 
basis  of  the  Review  Body's  assumptions 
about  practice  expenses  the  net  figure 
would  be  "some  £3.800."  The  Minister 
estimated  that  the  increase  in  net 
remuneration  since  1949-50  was  around 
120  per  cent. 

Comparative  Prices 

Lord  Barnby  on  May  16  in  the 
House  of  Lords  asked  if  the  Govern- 
ment would  take  steps  to  prevent  the 
misleading  of  the  public  by  the  prac- 
tice "now  widely  resorted  to,"  of  indi- 
cating on  packages  of  consumer  goods 
that  the  selling  price  had  been  lowered 
by  an  "amount  off"  clearly  printed  on 
the  package,  thus  showing  that  the 
revised  selling  price  was  the  true  price 
and  that  no  discount  was  offered.  He 
later  asked  if  the  abuse  would  be 
stopped  by  the  Trade  Descriptions  Bill. 
Lord  Bowles  emphasised  that  if  a 
trader  committed  fraud  then  he  com- 
mitted a  crime.  The  Bill  included  a 
provision  to  prohibit  a  trader  from 
giving  false  or  misleading  indications. 
The  provisions  should  ensure  that 
packets  printed  with  a  price  reduction 
were  not  offered  unless  the  retailer 
did  in  fact  cut  his  regular  price  by 
the  stated  amount.  The  Bill  when  an 
Act,  would  come  into  force  six  months 
after  it  was  passed. 

Drug  Addiction  Treatment 

In  the  House  of  Lords  on  May  16, 
Lord  Kennet  told  Lord  Sandford 
that  the  annual  financial  allocations 
to  the  Regional  Hospital  Boards  were 
now  about  £700  million.  The  Minister 
of  Health  had  provided  facilities  for 
about  1,000  heroin  addicts,  but  only 
about  700  were  at  present  using  them. 
"This  is  not  a  very  big  bite  out  of 
the  moneys  available." 

Burglar  Alarms 

During  question  time  on  May  16, 
Mr.  A.  Eadie  asked  the  Home  Secre- 
tary what  plans  he  had  to  introduce 
standards  of  approval  regarding  the 
manufacturing  and  marketing  of  burg- 
lar alarms.  Mr.  Elystan  Morgan 
(Under  Secretary  of  State,  Home 
Office),  said  there  were  no  such  plans 
but  he  understood  that  the  British 
Standards  Institution  was  preparing  a 
standard  for  silent  and  audible  alarms 
and  the  Home  Office  Standing  Com- 
mittee on  Crime  Prevention  had  also 
arranged  for  a  study  to  be  made  of 
intruder  alarms.  The  Metropolitan 
police  were  taking  part  in  the  studies 
and  full-time  crime  prevention  officers 
in  the  force  were  available  to  give 
advice  to  users.

Clause  25  of  the  Health  Services  and 
Public  Health  Bill  was  amended  during 
the  Committee  stage  in  the  House  of 
Lords  on  May  14.  The  clause,  which 
brings  general  medical  services  and 
pharmaceutical  services  within  the 
"Services  of  the  Crown,"  was  amended 
to  restrict  its  application  to  "drugs  and 
medicines,"  Baroness  Phillips,  for  the 
Government,  said  that  the  Sainsbury 
Committee  was  primarily  concerned 
with  drugs  and  medicines.  Appliances 
had  been  excluded,  for  it  was  only  in 
relation  to  drugs  and  medicines  that 
there  was  any  prospect  of  having  to 
apply  the  Crown  use  provisions  of 
Section  46  of  the  Patents  Act  to  the 
general  medical  and  pharmaceutical 
services.  The  limitation  had  been  wel- 
comed by  the  Confederation  of  British 
Industry.  The  Government  hoped  that 
current  discussions  with  the  industry 
would  result  in  arrangements  which 
would  ensure  a  fair  return  for  the 
manufacturers,  while  safeguarding  the 
Minister's  duty  to  see  that  proper  value 
was  obtained  in  return  for  the  expendi- 
ture of  public  money.  The  amendment 
was  agreed  to. 

Not  discussed 

Discussing  the  Clause  as  a  whole. 
Lord  Ogmore  complained  that  the 
Minister  for  Health  had  promised  the 
industry   that   he   would   discuss  the 


The  Committee  discussed  on  May  7 
the  powers  granted  to  the  Minister  by 
the  Bill  to  prescribe  requirements  as  to 
the  layout  of  premises  in  which  medi- 
cinal products  were  manufactured, 
stored,  transported,  sold  or  supplied. 
Mr.  Fortescue  said  it  seemed  extra- 
ordinary, when  talking  about  registered 
pharmacists,  that  the  Minister  should 
wish  to  regulate  the  "layout,"  which 
presumably  meant  the  positions  in 
which  showcases,  counters,  assistants' 
accommodation,  etc.,  were  arranged, 
and  the  way  in  which  the  medicines 
were  sold.  He  thought  the  operators  of 
large  chain  stores  now  selling  pharma- 
ceuticals would  take  it  much  amiss 
that  the  Minister  should  be  able  by 
regulation  to  state  what  the  layout  of 
their  store  should  be.  Mr.  Scott  Hop- 
kins commented  that,  if  the  Minister 
was  to  take  powers  to  make  regula- 
tions concerning  layout,  then  on  the 
veterinary  side  it  must  include  the  lay- 
out inside  the  vehicles  and  vans  going 
round  the  farms,  stalls  and  markets 
and  so  on.  Mr.  Snow  pointed  out  that 
vehicles  as  such  were  not  premises. 
The  clause  was  not  solely  applicable 
to  pharmacists;  it  could  also  include 
storage  in  hospital  and  other  premises 
and  indeed  any  premises  in  which  medi- 
cinal products  were  handled.  Members 
would  know  that,  in  certain  large 
stores,  there  was  a  practice  by  which 
outside  firms  rented  areas,  creating  an 
independent  shop  within  a  store.  The 
operation  of  that  independent  shop 
was  only  to  a  limited  degree  controlled 
by  the  proprietors  of  the  main  store. 


Sainsbury  Committee  recommendation 
with  them,  but  he  had  not  done  so.  It 
was  highly  desirable  that  no  patent 
legislation  should  take  place  before  the 
Banks  Committee  had  reported. 

The  provision  was  having  a  great 
effect  on  the  pharmaceutical  industry 
and  he  believed  it  would  have  consider- 
able effect  "when  they  get  to  know 
about  it"  in  other  industries.  Lord 
Auckland  believed  the  clause  "is  noth- 
ing short  of  cavalier  treatment  of  the 
pharmaceutical  industry."  Such  consul- 
tations as  there  had  been  seemed  to 
be  curiously  lax. 

Exemption  Certificates 

Baroness  Phillips  also  moved  an 
amendment  designed  to  help  patients 
who  did  not  come  within  the  "chronic 
sick"  category  yet  required  numerous 
prescriptions.  Such  patients  would  not 
be  required  to  pay  prescription  charges 
in  full.  They  would  obtain  an  exemp- 
tion certificate,  valid  for  a  fixed  period 
on  payment  of  a  suitable  fee.  The 
present  powers  by  which  prescription 
charges  were  levied  were  not  wide 
enough  to  allow  exemption  certificates 
to  be  made  available  on  payment.  Cer- 
tificates might  be  valid  for  different 
periods  and  cost  different  amounts. 
"None  of  this  had  been  finally  settled 
and  no  firm  information  could  be  given 
at  present." 


In  many  pharmacies  appropriate  and 
reasonable  private  space  was  not 
accorded  to  the  dispenser  or  pharma- 
cist, with  the  result  that  he  or  she 
could  be  "much  distracted  by  goings- 
on  outside  the  dispensary."  That  was 
the  sort  of  problem  the  Government 
had  in  mind,  and  why  they  thought 
that  layout  was  important.  Though 
the  clause  was  not  specifically  deman- 
ded by  the  professional  bodies  con- 
cerned, he  thought  that  they  would 
very  much  approve  of  it.  Mr.  Fortes- 
cue,  moving  an  amendment  to  provide 
that  nothing  in  Section  57  should  apply 
to  the  retail  sale  of  goods  on  the  gene- 
ral sales  list,  said  that  the  village  store- 
keeper selling  corn  plasters  might  be 
making  himself  liable  to  a  whole  series 
of  regulations  made  under  the  clause. 
A  shop  would  be  liable  to  be  visited  by 
inspectors  from  every  kind  of  local 
authority  body,  "even  from  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  and  from  the  cen- 
tral Government."  It  would  not  be 
worth  the  while  of  the  small  shop- 
keeper to  stock  the  items  on  the  gene- 
ral sales  list.  He  stressed  the  usefulness 
of  the  small  shops,  bearing  in  mind 
that,  compared  with  15.000  pharma- 
cists, there  were  about  150,000  of  them. 
The  proprietor  of  a  village  store  would 
say  "It's  not  worth  the  capital.  I  do 
not  make  much  money  out  of  aspirins 
and  corn  plasters,  so  I  will  not  stock 
them  any  more."  Mr.  Page  was  also 
concerned  that  the  garage  proprietor 
and  "the  pub  that  sells  Aspro"  would 
be  open  to  the  "whole  paraphernalia 
of  the  bulldozer  from  the  Elephant  and 


Castle."  Mrs.  Knight  referred  to  tho 
hard-pressed  housewife  who  had  fori 
gotten  something  when  shopping  ear, 
lier  in  the  day,  but  knew  that  sh< 
could  go  to  the  shop  round  the  cornej 
when  little  Johnny  had  a  cough.  "Le 
nobody  think  there  is  anything  wronji 
in  that.  Many  cough  medicines  sold  iii 
this  way  are  efficacious."  Those  whd 
seemed  to  think  the  point  unimportani 
should  talk  a  little  with  women  witl 
families,  and  who  would  be  unabli 
"just  because  officialdom  would  lik 
them  to  do  so,"  to  walk  extra  mile 
to  a  chemist.  Mr.  English  remindei 
Mrs.  Knight  that  it  had  been  a  house 
hold  remedy,  "sold  as  a  sleepin; 
draught  at  the  little  corner  shop  unde 
the  proprietary  name  of  Contergan 
that  had  caused  all  the  thalidomid 
cases  in  Germany.  Replying,  Mv 
Robinson  said  it  would  be  wrong  t 
exclude  from  the  scope  of  the  regula 
tions  premises  at  which  general  sal 
list  products  were  sold.  "We  are  talk 
ing  about  products  that  may  with  rea 
sonable  safety  be  sold  without  th 
supervision  of  a  pharmacist,  but  eve 
products  of  that  kind  can  be  potentiall 
dangerous  for  children,  and  is  reason 
able  to  consider  at  any  rate  the  possi 
bility  of  making  regulations  on  thei 
safe-keeping  or  the  precautions  to  b 
observed  before  they  are  sold."  Hygien 
requirements  for  shops  other  than  phai 
macies  would  probably  be  simple.  Mf 
Dean  said  that  in  his  view  producl 
on  the  general  sale  list  needed  littl 
safeguarding.  The  Committee  rejecte 
the  amendment  by  eleven  votes  to  si) 

Patent  Infringement  Safeguards 

At  its  fourteenth  sitting  on  May 
the  Committee  discussed  an  amendmer 
moved  by  Mr.  Michael  English  t 
delete  Clause  82  (4)  —  the  clause  tha 
would  make  compliance  with  the  regi 
lations  under  the  Bill  a  satisfactor 
defence  in  cases  of  patent,  trade  mar 
and  copyright  infringements.  Mr.  Roe 
inson  explained  that  the  defence  wa 
linked  mainly  to  the  clauses  which  env 
saged  schemes  of  identification  of  med 
cinal  products.  It  was  intended  t 
amend  Part  V  after  discussions  wit 
the  Association  of  the  British  Pharma 
ceutical  Industry  and  the  Pharmacei 
tical  Society  of  Great  Britain.  As  th 
Bill  stood,  use  made  of  the  regulation 
making  powers  coupled  with  the  dt 
fence  under  82  (4)  could  have  seriot 
consequences  for  the  proprietor  of 
patent,  trade  mark  and  design.  He  ir 
tended  to  introduce  amendments  at  th 
Report  stage  and  hoped,  therefon 
that  Mr  English  would  not  press  hi 
amendment.  Mr.  Macmillan  accepte 
that  the  purposes  described  by  th 
Minister  were  valid,  but  said  that 
could  not  be  impossible  to  find  a  syj 
tern  that  did  not  infringe  copyrigh 
trade  mark  or  patent  rights,  while  Ml 
Fortescue  suggested  that  the  subsec 
tion  encouraged  manufacturers  to  i| 
nore  patent  arrangements.  Mrs.  Knigh 
thought  there  should  be  more,  nc 
less,  copyright  protection.  A  divisio 
was  forced  by  members  of  the  oppos 
tion  and  the  Government  was  defeate 
by  nine  votes  to  eight.

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Annual  Meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 

"RESTORE  RECIPROCITY"  MOTION  REJECTED 


THOUGH  it  was  presented  with  grace, 
feeling  and  indeed,  the  magnanimity 
for  which  he  appealed,  Mr.  C.  W. 
Robinson's  motion  to  restore  recipro- 
city agreements  with  Australia,  New 
Zealand  and  South  Africa  to  the  basis 
on  which  they  have  been  operating 
for  many  years  was  defeated  at  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  held  in  London  on  May  15. 

That  came  at  a  relatively  late  stage 
of  the  proceedings.  Previously  The 
President  (Mr.  Allen  Aldington), 
after  the  formal  notice  convening  the 
meeting  had  been  read,  had  presented 
the  Charter  medals  (see  p.  471)  and 
dealt  in  his  address  with  some  aspects 
of  the  Society's  annual  report  for  the 
calendar  year,  1967,  adding  references 
where  necessary  to  events  since  that 
time.  He  recalled  the  threat  of  com- 
pulsory purchase  that  would  have 
ended  the  Society's  long  association 
with  Bloomsbury  Square.  Plans  to 
extend  the  British  Museum  and  estab- 
lish a  National  Library,  which  had 
caused  the  Society  to  acquire  its  Lam- 
beth site  for  a  new  headquarters  build- 
ing, had  been  called  to  an  abrupt  halt 
by  the  announcement  in  October  1967 
that  the  Government  did  not  intend 
to  proceed  with  the  scheme.  Immedi- 
ately after  that  announcement  he  had 
seen  the  Minister  of  Public  Building 
and  Works  and  discussed  the  Society's 
position,  telling  the  Minister  the  So- 
ciety felt  that  its  resulting  considerable 
expenditure  on  fees  and  other  ex- 
penses and  its  loss  of  income  from 
inability  to  let  part  of  the  Lambeth 
site  should  be  reimbursed.  A  claim  for 
those  expenses  had  later  been  sub- 
mitted and  was  currently  under  dis- 
cussion. For  two  reasons  application 
for  detailed  planning  permission  on  the 
Lambeth  site  had  been  continued. 
First,  the  value  of  the  site  would  be 
enhanced  if  the  Society  could  show 
a  prospective  purchaser  that  the  So- 
ciety had  obtained  detailed  planning 
permission  for  a  headquarters  build- 
ing. Secondly  the  Government,  or 
some  future  Government,  might 
change  its  mind  again  and  still  wish 
to  build  in  Bloomsbury.  On  the  as- 
sumption that  the  Society's  headquar- 
ters might  remain  in  Bloomsbury,  the 
Council  was  undertaking  a  feasibility 
study  of  the  area  owned.  Present  occu- 
pation of  the  Bloomsbury  site  pre- 
vented proper  development  of  the  part 
not  occupied  by  the  Society,  so  the 
intention  was  to  see  whether  the  So- 
ciety's offices  could  be  concentrated 
on  the  Bloomsbury  Square  frontage, 
leaving  the  remainder  free  for  de- 
velopment. The  headquarters  building, 
listed  as  of  historic  and  architectural 
interest,  must  remain  substantially  un- 
changed. 

Medicines  legislation 

The  President  next  briefly  reviewed 
the  course  of  the  new  medicines  legis- 
lation, but  said  it  was  still  too  early 
for  a  detailed  report.  On  matters  of 
particular  concern  to  the  Society,  the 
Ministers  had  either  agreed   to  con- 


sider them  with  a  view  to  putting  down 
amendments  at  the  Report  stage,  or 
indicated  that  they  could  be  dealt  with 
administratively  or  by  orders  and 
regulations. 

"May  I  draw  your  attention  to  the 
fact,''  said  the  President,  "that  on 
December  31,  1967,  the  total  number 
of  names  on  the  register  of  pharma- 
ceutical chemists  was  29,475,  an  in- 
crease of  403  over  the  previous  year 
and  the  highest  total  ever  recorded." 

Reciprocity 

As  there  was  a  motion  on  the  sub- 
ject later  in  the  agenda,  he  would  say 
little  about  reciprocity,  merely  restat- 
ing the  Council's  view  that  an  agree- 
ment for  the  reciprocal  recognition 
of  qualifications  could  only  be  nego- 
tiated or  continued  where  the  educa- 
tion requirements  for  statutory  regis- 
tration in  both  countries  were  equiva- 
lent. The  Council  had  decided  to  send 
two  representatives  to  Australia  and 
New  Zealand  (see  C.  &  D.,  May  11, 
p.  423)  and  their  report  would  be 
considered  by  the  Council  as  the  basis 
for  negotiations  of  future  reciprocity 
agreements  with   those  countries. 

During  the  Commons  debate  on  the 
Health  Services  and  Public  Health 
Bill,  the  Society's  views  had  been  put 
by  several  Members  of  Parliament, 
and  the  Minister  had  given  assurances 
that  there  would  always  be  consulta- 
tion at  local  level  when  it  was  being 
decided  whether  or  not  a  pharmaceu- 
tical department  should  be  established 
in  a  health  centre.  At  the  Report  stage 
the  Minister  had  tabled  an  amend- 
ment providing  that,  apart  from  eight 
centres  in  which  pharmacists  were  al- 
ready employed,  it  would  no  longer  be 
possible  for  a  local  health  authority 
to  employ  a  pharmacist  to  provide 
Part  IV  pharmaceutical  services. 

After  discussions,  spanning  several 
years,  with  the  Central  N.H.S.  Com- 
mittee and  British  Medical  Associa- 
tion, the  Council  had  issued  its  state- 
ment (see  C.  &  D.,  March  16,  p.  230) 
accepting  the  view  of  the  medical 
profession  that  the  name  of  a  dis- 
pensed medicine  should  normally  be 
written  on  the  label.  The  decision  had 
been  reached  with  reluctance  because 
the  Council  had  many  misgivings, 
which  had  been  set  out  in  the  pub- 
lished statement.  In  the  president's 
opinion,  pharmacy  had  already  had 
more  than  its  share  of  undeserved 
adverse  publicity  on  the  subject  of 
"N.P."  Pharmacists'  task,  so  fur  as 
labelling  was  concerned,  had  P!v/f>ys 
been  to  interpret  and  carry  o-f  ihe 
wishes  of  the  prescriber  and  a  majority 
of  medical  practitioners  had  asked  for 
the  change.  "The  core  of  the  matter 
is  as  simple  as  that." 

The  House  of  Lords  decision  in 
what  was  known  as  the  Dickson  case 
was  expected  daily. 

Moving  adoption  of  the  report  the 
President  invited  questions.  Mr.  J.  K. 
B.  Callow,  Bournemouth,  asked  how 
the  Council  had  come  to  decide — to  the 
embarrassment  of  branches  and  with 


bad  effect  on  pharmacy's  public  image 
— to  spend  no  more  money  on  the 
"Medicines — With  Care"  exhibit.  The 
answer  came  that  the  costs  of  the  ex- 
hibit were  rising  and  that  the  best 
time  to  stop  was  at  the  peak  of  suc- 
cess. That  had  passed  and  the  Council 
would  consider  something  to  replace 
the  exhibit. 

Mr.  E.  I.  White,  Westerham,  gain- 
ed little  but  laughter  and  ironic  ap- 
plause for  a  histrionic  appeal  to  mem- 
bers to  repudiate  the  evidence  that  had 
been  put  forward  in  the  "Dickson" 
appeal  in  the  House  of  Lords. 

Mrs.  Lucas  Smith,  Slough,  was  told 
that  the  present  timing  of  the  Council 
election  results  must  be  given  a  fair 
trial  before  it  was  discussed  again. 

The  Council's  report  was  then  ap- 
proved nem.  con. 

Treasurer's  Report 

Presenting  the  Society's  accounts  for 
1967,  The  Treasurer  (Mr.  H.  Stein- 
man)  elaborated  on  the  Council's  de- 
cision (C.  &  D.,  May  11,  p.  423)  on 
the  recommendation  of  the  Finance 
and  General  Purposes  Committee,  to 
make  no  increase  in  the  statutory  fees 
in  1968.  The  decision  might  have  sur- 
prised some  members,  said  Mr.  Stein- 
man,  since  at  the  last  two  annual 
meetings  he  had  said  that  an  increase 
in  the  fees  could  not  be  long  delayed. 
Apart  from  personal  feelings  of  mem- 
bers who  were  naturally  largely  against 
an  increase,  all  were  asked  during 
current  National  economic  difficulty 
to  keep  prices  down  so  far  as  possible. 
If  other  prices  rose,  the  Society  must 
increase  its  fees,  but  deferment  had 
largely  been  made  possible  by  suc- 
cessful sales  of  the  new  edition  of 
"Martindale"  and  the  prospect,  he  hop- 
ed, of  a  repeat  success  with  the  new 
Codex  (due  in  September).  Members 
who  had  studied  the  Medicines  Bill 
would  appreciate  that  the  Council  was 
assuming  continued  operation  for  some 
time  of  the  1933  Act  and  by-laws 
under  it,  since  the  Bill  made  changes 
in  the  way  the  premises  fees  would 
be  decided.  The  treasurer  made  one 
other  point  on  the  Society's  finances. 
Redevelopment  of  the  Society's  head- 
quarters building  in  Bloomsbury,  he 
said,  would  be  within  the  existing  re- 
sources of  the  Premises  Fund. 

Answering  a  question  put  by  Mr. 
White,  Mr.  Steinman  said  that  at  no 
stage  had  it  been  intended  to  start  a 
fighting  fund  to  pay  for  the  House  of 
Lords  appeal.  Some  members  had 
volunteered  payments,  which  in  the 
balance  sheet  came  under  "debtors, 
prepayments  and  income  tax  recover- 
able." To  Dr.  D.  I.  Gibson,  Green- 
wich, he  said  it  was  "iust  not  known" 
whether  the  premises  fee  provided  for 
in  the  Medicines  Bill  would  be  per- 
manently fixed,  nor  what  it  would  be. 

The  accounts  were  then  given  mem- 
bers' full  approval  and  the  meeting 
went  on  to  consider  three  motions. 

Mr.  Robinson,  after  quoting  an 
eighteenth-century  epigram  to  prove 
a   perpetual  contrast  between  loyalty 
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and  learning,  said  the  Society's  atti- 
tude on  reciprocity  posed  an  unfor- 
tunate problem  for  loyal  friends  in 
pharmacy  in  the  countries  affected.  His 
motion, 

That  this  meeting  deplores  the  action 
of  the  Council  in  discontinuing  re- 
ciprocity agreements  and  calls  upon  the 
Council,  subject  to  the  wishes  of  the 
States  concerned,  to  take  immediate 
steps  and  unconditional  steps  to  restore 
them. 

had  two  objects :  To  demonstrate  that 
the  Society  valued  its  cordial  relation- 
ships with  daughter  Societies;  and  to 
give  practical  proof  of  that  concern. 
He  had  tried  by  all  constitutional 
means  to  get  the  Council  to  reverse 
its  decision  but  without  result.  Present 
overseas  standards  might  not  be  good 
enough  but  the  Council's  approach 
had  been  less  than  magnanimous  and 
was  not  of  a  kind  to  avoid  hurt  feel- 
ings. Reciprocity  had  proved  a  satis- 
factory working  arrangement  and  to 
create  a  temporary  vacuum,  as  the 
Council  was  doing,  was  "graceless  and 
unnecessary."  His  appeal  was  on  prac- 
tical as  well  as  emotional  grounds. 
Who  had  decided  what  was  the  "last 
possible  moment"  for  allowing  re- 
ciprocity to  continue?  Why  had  all 
the  negotiation  been  postal,  without 
personal  emissary?  Had  the  Council 
published  the  reasons  for  its  decisions? 
What  harm  had  been  caused  to  British 
pharmacists  from  the  fact  that  the 
Australian  qualification  was  of  a  lower 
standard?  Why  discriminate  against 
the  newly  qualified,  who  were  best 
placed  to  benefit  from  a  spell  in  Bri- 
tain? The  loss  of  the  young  pharma- 
cists would  make  even  greater  the 
shortage  of  pharmacists  at  home : 
what  was  the  Council  doing  about 
that?  If  possible  entry  into  the  Com- 
mon Market  was  an  influencing  factor, 
could  not  that  issue  have  waited  upon 
proper  arrangements  with  pharmacists' 
English-speaking  cousins? 

Background  to  Reciprocity 

At  the  invitation  of  the  president 
The  Secretary  and  Registrar  (Mr. 
D.  F.  Lewis)  gave  the  historical  back- 
ground to  reciprocity.  At  the  end  of 
the  nineteenth  century,  when  Britain 
was  the  head  of  an  Empire,  there  had 
been  a  powerful  feeling  towards  reci- 
procal equivalence  of  qualification  in 
its  various  territories. 

In  1900  the  Council  had  admitted 
there  should  be  legal  power  to  make 
reciprocal  agreements,  but  had  de- 
clared they  must  be  on  practical 
equivalence  of  training.  Power  had 
been  granted  in  the  1908  Act,  but  re- 
ciprocity had  then  been  based  on  evi- 
dence of  equivalent  standards.  The 
first  agreements  (with  Victoria  and 
Queensland)  had  come  in  1912;  nine 
principles  had  been  laid  down,  the  fifth 
requiring  such  evidence.  Agreements 
with  other  Australian  States  had  come 
in  1923,  with  New  Zealand  in  1928, 
Northern  Ireland  in  1929,  and  South 
Africa  in  1932.  Till  the  1939-45  war 
the  traffic  had  been  all  one  way:  out- 
ward from  Britain.  After  the  war  more 
and  more  Dominion  pharmacists  had 
been  taking  posts  in  Britain  as  locums 
(about  215  yearly  in  the  past  10  years). 
At  any  one  time  there  were  about  400 


Barnes  on  the  register  under  recipro- 
city. In  1953  the  Council  had  sug- 
gested another  look  at  the  whole  ques- 
tion and  deciding  it  must  change.  It 
entered  into  negotiations  by  corres- 
pondence and  decided  in  1955,  on  the 
basis  of  the  replies,  that  reciprocity 
should  continue  until  1960.  A  year 
later,  after  another  look  at  the  en- 
trance standards  in  the  territories  af- 
fected, they  were  again  found  wanting. 
Only  after  another  three  years  (in 
1964)  was  it  finally  decided  to  call 
a  halt.  Application  of  the  decision 
was  only  now  taking  place. 

Shortage  of  Pharmacists 

Mr,  Keith  Jenkjns,  Bovingdon, 
spoke  of  the  revolution  in  therapeu- 
tics and  the  effect  it  had  had  on  phar- 
macy. There  was  now  a  stortage  of 
pharmacists  in  posts  for  which  high 
standards  were  not  required,  and  the 
Australians  made  good  assistants  and 
pharmacists.  They  had  high  standards 
of  record  keeping  and  of  dispensing. 
Minimum  standards  of  equipment  in 
pharmacies  were  higher  in  Australia 
than  in  Britain.  The  Council's  deci- 
sion was  "lamentable."  Such  vital  de- 
cisions should  be  referred  to  members. 

Mrs.  Lucas  Smith,  regretted  there 
had  been  no  recent  attempts  to  gain 
first-hand  knowledge  of  conditions 
overseas.  She  supported  the  motion 
in  general  but  moved  to  delete  the 
words  "and  unconditional,"  an  amend- 
ment that  was  accepted  by  Mr.  Robin- 
son. 

Mr.  A.  H.  Bowie,  North  Staffs, 
who  had  had  three  years'  experience 
in  Queensland  as  demonstrator  and  in 
retail,  said  that  in  the  three  years 
1961-64  the  advances  in  pharmaceuti- 
cal education  in  the  State  had  been 
rapid  and  marked,  and  he  thought 
the  Council  might  have  given  the 
Australians  a  chance  to  catch  up.  He 
had  found  the  average  Australian 
pharmacist  capable,  competent  and 
dedicated.  [Mr.  Lewis  interposed  to 
say  that  an  Honours  degree  in  Queens- 
land was  accepted  for  purposes  of 
reciprocity]. 

Dr.  E.  J.  Shellard,  Chelsea,  said 
that  the  basis  of  reciprocity  was  com- 
parable educational  standards.  Be- 
cause of  Council  policies  pharmacists 
were  now  admitted  in  Britain  by  uni- 
versity degree  only.  That  gave  status 
to  the  profession,  putting  it  on  a  par 
with  other  professions.  Educational 
standards  needed  to  be  high,  and  he 
hoped  no  attempt  would  be  made  to 
reduce  them.  They  must  even  improve 
with  the  advance  of  science.  Conver- 
sations with  Australian  academic  phar- 
macists had  shown  to  him  that  they 
would  like  a  much  higher  standard  in 
their  own  country  that  at  present. 

Mr.  Dengar  Evans,  Cardiff,  said 
that  he  was  in  agreement  with  the 
Council  that  it  must  not  endanger 
educational  or  ethical  considerations, 
which  could  be  referred  to  objective 
standards.  He  would,  however,  suggest 
an  amendment  to  wait  until  the  ap- 
pointed travellers  (Professor  Beckett 
and  Mr.  Desmond  Lewis)  had  returned 
from   Australia   before  deciding. 

Mr.  H.  Fine,  Sunderland,  said  that, 
as  a  new  entrant  into  general  phar- 
macy, and  one  who  had  previously 


been  engaged  in  research,  he  found 
that  the  university  graduate  was  inept 
in  retail,  at  least  for  some  time  and 
it  must  not  be  forgotten  that  75  per 
cent,  of  pharmacists  were  in  general 
practice.  As  such  they  are  not  interest- 
ed in  high  theory.  From  a  practical 
standpoint  the  level  of  Australian 
pharmacists  was  higher  than  that  of 
university  graduates. 

"Worst  Thing  for  Australia" 

Dr.  Francis  Fish,  Glasgow,  said 
that  the  Society  had  achieved  the 
educational  standards  for  which  it  had 
aimed.  How  could  it  now  accept  other 
courses  without  investigating  them? 
There  were  some  colleges  in  Australia 
with  high  standards.  A  decision  taken 
the  wrong  way  could  have  bad  con- 
sequences in  Great  Britain  and  accept- 
ance of  lower  standards  under  reci- 
procal agreements  might  be  the  worst 
thing  that  could  happen  to  academic 
pharmacy  in  Australia.  "Let's  level  up- 
wards— and  let  there  be  no  devalua- 
tion in  pharmacy."' 

Miss  Forsyth,  speaking  as  an  Aus- 
tralian pharmacist  working  in  Britain, 
said  that  in  Victoria  the  diploma 
course  had  changed  to  a  degree  course 
and  apprenticeship  was  "out."  They 
were  endeavouring  to  bring  standards 
up  to  an  acceptable  level. 

The  amendment  to  defer  the  deci- 
sion on  reciprocity  until  after  the  re- 
turn  of   Professor   Beckett   and  Mr. 
Lewis   was   put  to   the   meeting  and 
lost.  The  original  motion,  as  amended 
by  the  deletion  of  the  words  "and  un- 
conditional" was  also  put  and  lost. 
Mr.   Robinson's   second   motion:  — 
That  this  meeting,  recognising  that 
the  law  provides  no  means  whereby 
a    pharmacist    may    resign  from 
membership  of  the  Society   on  a 
matter  of  conscience  arising  from 
action  taken,  or  failing  to  be  taken, 
by    the    Society,    calls    upon  the 
Council  to  take  immediate  legisla- 
tive steps  to  provide  for  that  con- 
tingency. 

was  put  formally  without  elaboration. 
On  a  vote  it  was  negative. 

Mr.  G.  M.  Fox,  Chalfont  St.  Peter, 
then  put  his  motion  (also  on  the  order 
paper) :  — 

That  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceuti- 
cal Society  of  Great  Britain  shall  in- 
vestigate and   proceed  with  alterations 
to  the  Constitution  and  Organisation  of 
the  Society  so  as  to  ensure  greater  effi- 
ciency and  that  its  actions  and  policies 
have  the  support  of  a  greater  propor- 
tion of  the  Membership. 
After  126  years,  he  said,  the  Society 
was  still  virtually  under  the  same  con- 
stitution as  originally.  He  objected  to 
the  monopolistic  and  dictatorial  atti- 
tude of  the  Council  and  said  its  atti- 
tude of  not  allowing  candidates  to  be 
judged  accounted  for  the  17,000  non- 
voters  at  Council  elections. 

Supporting  Mr.  Fox,  Mr.  Dengar 
Evans  said  that  the  present  electoral 
method  was  nonsense  in  the  twentieth 
century.  Physical  attendance  of  the 
candidate  was  a  necessity  for  a  demo- 
cratic electoral  procedure.  The  Coun- 
cil should  be  augmented  to  thirty-six, 
including  both  national  and  regional 
members.  The  motion  was  put  to  the 
meeting  and  decisively  rejected. 
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CHARTER  MEDALLISTS  OF  THE  SOCIETY 

Two  Gold  and  Two  Silver  Awards

"HIS  vision  has  always  been  wider 
than  the  industry  itself"  said  Mr.  Allen 
Aldington  (President)  when  presenting 
a  Charter  gold  medal  to  Mr.  C.  W. 
Maplethorpe,  during  the  annual  meet- 
ing of  the  Society  on  May  15  (see 
p.  469).  He  said  that  Mr.  Maple- 
thorpe, who  was  president  of  the  So- 
ciety in  1963  and  1964,  had  an  as- 
sured place  in  the  history  of  pharmacy, 
for  he,  more  than  any  other  man  pro- 
moted the  educational  advance  within 
pharmacy.  He  mastered  the  educational 
problems  that  confronted  the  profes- 
sion, and  became  the  most  powerful 
advocate  for  higher  educational  attain- 
ment. "Until  tonight  the  architect  of 
our  educational  structure  has  been  con- 
tent with  the  award  of  the  title:  'Mr. 
Education.'  He's  proud  of  that  title, 
but  we  wish  him  to  amend  it  to:  "Mr. 
Education,  Charter  Gold  Medallist.'  " 
Replying,  Mr.  Maplethorpe  said 
that  a  few  weeks  ago  the  Society's  an- 
nouncement of  the  discontinuation  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Chemist  diploma 
and  that  all  future  entrants  to  the  pro- 
fession would  be  "by  a  degree"  had 
caused  him  so  much  satisfaction  that 
he  felt  well  rewarded.  "Now  on  the  top 
of  that  I  receive  this  medal.  Thank 
you  very  much." 

Personality  and  Diplomat 

The  next  recipient  of  a  Charter  gold 
medal  was  Mr.  W.  J.  Tristram,  for- 
mer Lord  Mayor  of  Liverpool,  a  past- 
president  of  the  Pharmaceutical  So- 
ciety, and  a  past-chairman  of  the  Na- 
tional Pharmaceutical  Union.  Mr. 
Aldington  said  Mr.  Tristram  had  been 
described  as  "one  of  the  outstanding 
personalities  and  diplomats  in  the 
world  of  pharmacy."  "Those  words  fit 
the  man.  His  dedicated  service  to  his 
colleagues  spans  the  past  thitry-two 
years."  As  a  member  of  the  Society's 
Council  and  a  member  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  of  the  National  Phar- 
maceutical Union,  Mr.  Tristram  had 
used  his  influence  throughout  the 
years  to  unify  the  forces  within  phar- 
macy, to  strengthen  the  status  of  the 
profession,  and  to  win  for  its  members 
the  financial  recognition  to  which  they 
were  entitled.  Throughout  his  public 
life  he  had  made  plain  his  pride  in  his 
profession. 

After  receiving  the  medal  Mr.  Tris- 
tram said  there  were  no  greater  hon- 
ours that  any  man  could  receive  than

those  that  were  bestowed  by  members 
of  his  calling.  He  felt  a  lively  sense  of 
gratitude  to  his  colleagues  who  had 
given  him  the  opportunity  of  service. 
It  had  been  a  great  life  and  he  was 
grateful  for  it.  He  would  treasure  the 
medal  as  a  memento  of  his  colleagues' 
friendship. 

Silver  Medals 

Then  followed  the  presentation  of 
the  Charter  Silver  Medals,  to  Mr. 
J.  A.  Stewart,  and  Mr.  F.  C.  Wilson. 

Of  Mr.  Stewart  Mr.  Aldington  said 
he  qualified  in  1929,  from  the  Royal 
Technical  College,  Glasgow,  and 
thereafter  spent  several  years  in  phar- 
macy practice,  in  chemical  research, 
and  as  a  demonstrator  in  botany. 

In  1938  he  graduated  Bachelor  of 
Law  at  Glasgow  University,  and  then 
joined  the  editorial  staff  of  The  Phar- 
maceutical Journal.  He  was  called  to 
the  Bar  in  1941,  the  year  of  his  ap- 
pointment as  secretary  of  the  Middle- 
sex Pharmaceutical  Committee. 

He  was  appointed  to  the  Middlesex 
Insurance  Committee  and  subsequently 
to  the  Middlesex  Executive  Council, 
of  which  he  was  chairman  in  1959. 
Since  1953  he  had  been  chairman  of 
that  Council's  finance  committee. 

Mr.  Stewart  joined  Edmonton  Hos- 
pital Management  Committee  in  1948, 
and  was  its  chairman  from  1952  until 
1966,  and  was  now  vice-chairman  of 
Enfield  Group  Hospital  Management 
Committee.  For  many  years  a  member

of  the  Joint  Pricing  Committee  for 
England  and  also  of  the  Society's 
Board  of  Examiners  for  England  and 
Wales,  in  which  capacity  he  had 
served  for  over  twenty  years,  and  he 
was  a  past-chairman  of  the  West 
Middlesex  Branch  of  the  Society. 

The  voice  of  Mr.  Stewart  had  been 
influential  in  the  cause  of  pharmacy 
for  nearly  thirty  years.  No  man  had 
shown  himself  more  dedicated  to  the 
maintenance  of  the  pharmaceutical  ser- 
vice in  the  United  Kingdom. 

Mr.  Anderson  Stewart,  in  thank- 
ing the  president  and  his  colleagues, 
declared  he  was  proud  to  be  a  phar- 
macist and  would  treasure  the 
memory  of  the  evening. 

Mr.  Wilson  qualified  in  1927.  In  the 
early  years  of  his  career  he  served 
as  secretary,  vice-chairman,  and  chair- 
man of  the  Bradford  Branch  of  the 
Society,  where  he  was  in  practice  with 
his  father.  Before  he  left  the  West 
Riding  he  was  recognised  as  a  power- 
ful champion  of  his  profession.  In 
1946  he  became  secretary  to  the  Surrey 
Pharmaceutical  Committee,  now  re- 
titled  the  South-west  London  and 
Surrey  Pharmaceutical  Committee. 
Since  1947  he  had  been  a  member  of 
the  local  Executive  Council,  and  for 
three  years  was  its  chairman.  For  the 
past  four  years  he  had  been  chairman 
of  the  Executive  Council's  establish- 
ment committee. 

In  the  hospital  service,  too,  Mr.  Wil- 
son had  played  a  prominent  role.  He 
recently  completed  six  years  as  a  mem- 
ber of  the  South-west  Metropolitan 
Regional  Hospital  Board.  Currently, 
he  was  a  member  of  the  Mental  Health 
Review  Tribunal  for  the  South-west 
Metropolitan  Region,  and  a  member 
of  the  Management  Committee  of  the 
West  Park  Hospital.  Epsom.  He  was 
also  chairman  of  the  Thames  Valley 
Branch  of  the  Society,  the  third  Branch 
of  which  he  had  been  chairman. 

Selfless  Service 

Mr.  Wilson's  record  was  one  of 
selfless  service  to  pharmacy  and  to  the 
community. 

Mr.  Frank  Wilson  said  he  found 
it  difficult  to  find  adequate  words  to 
express  his  thanks.  Whatever  he  might 
have  been  able  to  do  within  pharmacy, 
pharmacy  had  done  far  more  for  him. 
No  one  had  had  greater  amount  of 
satisfaction  from  his  chosen  career.

Sir, — In  the  Committee  Stage  of  the 
Medicines  Bill,  Clause  57  (further 
powers  to  regulate  dealings  with  medi- 
cinal products),  the  Minister  of  Health 
stated  that  the  medical  staff  of  a  hos- 
pital, like  any  other  doctors,  were  en- 
titled to  supervise  the  preparation  and 
dispensing  of  prescriptions  by  dispen- 
sary staff.

The  time  is 
long  overdue  that  the  Council  of  the 
Society  should  make  a  stand  to  ensure 
recognition  of  the  pharmaceutical  quali- 
fication.

Brand  Names 

Sir, — It'  would  appear  that  your 
correspondent  "Must  play  safe"  is  a 


pharmacist.  I  am  sorry  indeed  that 
such  an  opinion  should  be  expressed 
by  a  colleague  at  a  time  when  clear 
thinking  by  pharmacists  is  essential 
to  our  survival  as  a  profession.  It  is 
regrettable  that  a  consultant  so  rightly 
motivated  as  to  desire  to  use  approved 
names  should  not  know  the  correct 
approved  name  for  Alupent  which  is, 
of  course,  orciprenaline  which  name 
undoubtedly  gives  an  indication  that 
the  substance  is  a  sympathomimetic 
amine  with  brochodilator  activity 
which  its  brand  name  does  not.  In 
one  of  my  hospitals  recently  a  well 
known  non-barbiturate  hypnotic  com- 
bined with  a  potentiating  antihistamine 
was  ordered  with  a  further  large  dose 
of  another  potentiating  antihistamine, 
and  when  questioned  the  prescriber 
had  no  idea  that  the  branded  drug  con- 
tained an  antihistamine.  The  use  of 
approved  names  (not  chemical  for- 
mulae) must  be  encouraged  if  only 
for  the  sake  of  safety.

Liability  for  Compensation 

Sir. — By  way  of  amplification  of 
lucid  leaders  on  the  liability  of  phar- 
macists in  general  practice  (C  &  D., 
April  13,  p.  331  and  May  11,  p.  419), 
I  should  like  to  emphasise  that  all 
members  of  the  National  Pharmaceu- 
tical Union  are  automatically  covered 
against  public  liability  risks.  Members 
of  the   N.P.U.  are  also  members  of 


the  Chemists'  Defence  Association, 
Ltd.,  and  are  indemnified  against  liabi- 
lity for  compensation  for  the  death, 
or  bodily  injury  of.  any  person  not  in 
the  member's  employment,  and  not 
being  one  of  his  family,  or  for  damage 
to  the  property  of  any  such  person, 
through  any  accident  for  which  the 
member  in  his  capacity  as  a  retail 
chemist  shall  be  legally  liable.  The  in- 
cidence of  claims  is  low  and  some- 
times the  claims  are  of  a  spurious 
nature.  As  you  point  out  however  it 
is  the  reputation  of  the  pharmacist 
that  is  damaged  whenever  a  claim  is 
made,  as  also  is  that  of  pharmacy.  It 
is  to  minimise  this  damage  that  the 
CD. A.  settles  claims  on  behalf  of 
members  expeditiously  and  wherever 
possible  without  publicity.  The  majority 
of  members  have  "Combined  Shop" 
policies  which  automatically  include 
cover  against  their  liability  as  em- 
ployers. If,  therefore,  proprietor  phar- 
macists are  members  of  the  N.P.U. 
and  have  "Combined  Shop"  policies 
through  C.M.I,  they  are  adequately 
insured  both  against  their  liability  to 
the  public  and  their  employees.  If  any 
of  your  readers  would  like  guidance 
or  advice  on  these  or  any  other  in- 
surance matters  our  help  is  always 
available.

HULL 

Thirty  years  on  Executive 

Members  of  Hull  and  North-east  area 
of  the  National  Pharmaceutical  Union 
gathered  together  for  a  "Thank-you" 
dinner  on  May  2  in  honour  of  Mr.  E. 
A.  Brocklehurst,  who  has  retired  as 
North-eastern  representative  on  the 
Union's  Executive  Committee  after 
thirty  years.  Mr.  Brocklehurst  was  pre- 
sented by  Mr.  D.  Royce,  Pontefract, 
his  successor  on  the  Executive,  with 
an  appropriately  inscribed  silver  salver. 
Mr.  Brocklehurst  was  a  member  of 
the  Executive  Council  from  1938  to 
1968  and  the  chairman  in  1945  and 
1 966.  He  was  a  director  of  the  Chemists' 
Mutual  Insurance  Co..  Ltd.  and  allied 
organisations  and  in  1954-55  was  presi- 
dent of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Great  Britain.  Expressing  his  thanks, 
Mr.  Brocklehurst  referred  to  the  fortu- 
nate escape  the  entire  Council  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  had  had  in 
London  during  the  war  when,  shortly 
after  leaving  the  hall  in  which  they 
had  gathered  for  a  meeting,  the  entire 
building  was  demolished.  He  thanked 
his  wife  for  her  support  during  his 
long  term  on  the  Executive. 
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Making  it  Plain 

Like  justice,  which  must  be  seen  to  be  done,  the  con- 
duct of  a  meeting  must  (or  if  not  must,  should)  be 
observed  to  be  conducted  according  to  the  rules. 

When,  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Great  Britain  in  London  on  May  15 — and 
not  so  many  minutes  before  the  hall  was  due  to  be 
vacated — a  member  demanded  "That  the  motion  be 
now  put — whatever  it  is,"  it  is  unlikely  that  he  was 
genuinely  in  doubt.  The  call  was  a  fair  and,  indeed, 
witty  comment  on  what  had  gone  before. 

A  vote  had  been  taken,  and  the  "Noes"  had  decisively 
prevailed.  But  no  to  what?  The  procedurally  informed 
appreciated,  and  the  remainder  (the  great  majority) 
suspected  or  hoped  that  it  was  against  postponing 
the  ending  of  present  reciprocal  agreements  on  regis- 
tration until  after  the  return  of  the  "travellers"  (Pro- 
fessor Beckett  and  the  Society's  secretary)  to  London 
after  exploring  the  conditions  of  pharmacy  training 
in  the  Antipodes. 

But  only  one  man  was  entirely  certain :  the  president. 
He  was  so  clear  in  his  own  mind  he  found  it  incon- 
ceivable there  could  be  any  misunderstanding  in  any- 
body else's.  Members  were  voting  on  the  matter  that 
was  before  the  meeting,  and  he  said  so  more  than 
once  with  rising  emphasis.  Only  to  have  brought  in 
once  the  key  word  "adjournment"  would  have  made 
everybody  happy,  they  would  have  known  exactly  what 
the  voting  was  about. 

There  was  justification  for  members'  confusion, 
which  arose  from  little  inconsistencies  of  procedure. 
For  example,  it  was  ruled  that  no  seconder  was  needed 
for  Mrs.  Lucas  Smith's  amendment  to  omit  the  words 
"and  unconditional"  from  Mr.  Robinson's  motion — 
presumably  on  the  ground  that  the  annual  meeting 
is  regarded  as  being  "in  committee."  But  if  the  book  is 
to  be  strictly  followed  on  that  point,  why  throw  it 
overboard  next  moment  by  allowing  Mr.  Robinson 
to  accept  an  amendment  and  to  take  no  vote.  Accord- 
ing to  Citrine's  "ABC  of  Chairmanship,"  "when  once 
a  motion  has  been  accepted  by  the  chairman  it  be- 
comes the  property  of  the  meeting.  It  cannot  be  altered 
or  amended  in  any  way  without  the  consent  of  the 
majority  present."  Surely  that  means  a  vote.  But  never 
mind.  The  president  is  satisfied  that  he  has  "taken 
the  feeling  of  the  meeting."  Well,  O.K.  Nobody  wants 
to  stickle.  But  at  least  members  would  like  him  to  say 
that  is  what  he  has  done  and  that  the  motion  under 
discussion  is  now  the  amended  version.  Otherwise  many 


are  left  wondering  at  what  stage  the  vote  on  the 
amendment  is  to  be  taken. 

They  are  soon  to  be  foxed  again,  because  another 
amendment  is  put,  this  time  with  seconder.  Mr.  Robin- 
son makes  it  obvious  that  he  will  not  accept  the  new 
amendment,  though  he  is  not  specifically  asked. 

So  the  president  is  clear  that  there  is  only  one  amend- 
ment before  the  meeting  and  that  when  a  vote  is  taken 
it  is  on  that  amendment.  Everybody  else  should  have 
known,  but  it  was  patently  obvious  that  they  did  not. 
And  all  for  the  lack  of  a  word  or  two  from  the  plat- 
form. The  lesson  will  have  been  noted,  we  feel  sure, 
by  Mr.  Aldington,  who  is  not  slow  to  profit  by  experi- 
ence, and,  we  hope,  noted  also  by  future  presidents 
present  in  the  audience. 

As  to  the  debate  itself,  it  was  creditable  to  both 
sides.  Mr.  Robinson  put  his  case  with  a  warmth  and 
humanity  that  commanded  admiration  and  applause 
from  his  hearers.  Yet  they  were  not  deflected  from 
recognising  that  reciprocity  of  registration  was  at  the 
start  based  on  equivalence  of  qualification,  and  that 
can  be  the  only  permanently  valid  basis  for  it.  Further- 
more the  Council  has  allowed  so  many  delays  in  restor- 
ing it  to  that  basis  that  no  complaint  of  stampeding  or 
steamrollering  could  lie  against  the  Society. 

Reluctant  Voters 

That  slightly  less  than  one-third  of  the  membership 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain  took 
the  trouble  to  vote  in  the  recent  Council  election  is 
deserving  of  forthright  condemnation.  1968  is  a  year 
of  decision  for  the  profession.  Before  it  ends  the  Medi- 
cines Bill  will  be  on  the  Statute  Book  and  many  of  the 
regulations  to  be  made  under  it  are  likely  to  have 
been  promulgated.  It  is  generally  recognised  that  the 
decisions  and  negotiations  of  the  next  few  months  are 
likely  to  affect  pharmacists  and  all  neophytes  to  phar- 
macy for  some  years  to  come.  Pharmacy  needed  not 
only  to  be  represented  by  an  enlightened  Council  but 
those  who  are  to  negotiate  should  be  able  to  readily 
show  they  are  in  an  undoubted  and  recognisable  posi- 
tion of  authority.  Yet  the  new  members'  mandate  is 
only  that  of  one-third  of  the  membership.  That  is  not 
in  any  way  a  criticism  of  those  who  have  been  success- 
ful at  the  election  nor  an  excuse  for  those  who  were 
rejected.  It  is  a  reflection  on  the  whole  membership 
of  the  Society. 

Analysing  the  results  of  the  election  appears  to  be 
a  somewhat  unrewarding  procedure  for  there  is  little 
beyond  the  results  that  can  be  deduced  with  certainty. 
One  feature  however,  is  the  tendency  for  the  voting 
figures  to  form  into  groups.  It  appears  there  was  a 
core  of  2,000-2,500  members  who  voted  for  the  de- 
clared supporters  of  the  Chemists'  Action  Group,  50 
per  cent,  more  were  unwilling  to  support  the  group 
as  a  whole,  but  nevertheless  gave  their  support  to  the 
founder  Mr.  S.  Blum  who  gains  a  seat  on  the  Council 
at  his  first  attempt.  Thus  the  group  has  a  spokesman, 
but  Mr.  Blum  will  no  doubt  have  a  mind  of  his  own 
and  not  feel  it  encumbent  upon  him  to  voice  only  the 
collective  opinions  of  his  group. 

Seven  votes  determined  the  placings  in  the  fifth, 
sixth  and  seventh  places,  but  the  division  between 
the  seventh  and  eighth  position  occupied  by  Mr.  Bean- 
land,  who  was  elected,  and  Mr.  J.  B.  Grosset  who 
was  rejected,  was  a  matter  of  194  votes.  The  next 
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step  down  the  list  to  Mr.  R.  C.  B.  Jones  was  253  votes. 
He  was  followed  by  another  dethroned  member,  Mr. 
T.  Reid,  who  came  223  votes  behind.  Turning  from 
numerical  groups  to  sectional  interests  the  election 
might  be  said  to  have  resulted  in  little  change  since 
both  Mrs.  Leigh  and  Mr.  Blum  have  retail  interests 
although  Mrs.  Leigh  has  had  a  wide  experience  in 
other  fields.  Sectionally,  the  losers  appear  to  be  the 
Scots  who  lost  a  representative,  although  Mr.  Grosset 


did  not  appear  to  be  a  narrow  nationalist  and  in  fact, 
his  knowledge  of  and  special  interest  in,  hospital  phar- 
macy and  other  specialised  committees  may  well  be 
missed  in  the  Council  chamber. 

The  decision  of  the  High  Court  of  Appeal  (see  p. 
464)  dismissing  Mr.  Levy's  application  to  remove  his 
name  from  the  Register,  poses  an  immediate  problem 
for  the  Council,  and  the  opportunity  to  co-opt.  That 
could  cause  a  lengthy  debate. 


Branch  Representatives'  Meeting 

PART-TIME  PHARMACIES  IN  RURAL  AREAS  CONSIDERED 


THE  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  should  obtain,  in  the  shortest 
possible  time,  legal  powers  to  enable 
it  to  control  the  opening  of  premises 
as  pharmacies,  subject  to  appeal  to  a 
tribunal  by  all  parties.  Branch  Re- 
presentatives' decided  at  their  meeting 
in  London  on  May  16.  The  motion, 
the  first  to  come  before  the  meeting 
[the  first  on  the  order  paper  concern- 
ing financial  support  for  participation 
in  medical  centres  having  been  with- 
drawn], was  in  the  name  of  Liverpool 
Branch. 

Mr.  A.  E.  Hunter,  proposing,  said 
that  in  Liverpool  there  were  pharma- 
cies "like  seeds  blown  in  the  wind" 
round  doctors'  surgeries.  If  Mr.  Abel 
opened  200  yards  from  a  group  of 
doctors,  Mr.  Cane  opened  100  yards 
nearer  then  Mr.  Judas  within  25  yards 
of  the  practice.  There  was  not  a  proper 
living  for  any  of  them.  Pharmacists 
had  to  engage  on  a  long  course  of 
study  and  involve  their  own  capital. 
In  some  senses  the  community  owed 
him  a  fair  chance  to  practise  his  pro- 
fession. Mr.  C.  Mellor,  Stockport, 
supporting,  said  that  difficulty  was 
caused  by  the  automatic  granting  of 
National  Health  Service  contracts, 
whether  or  not  the  additional  service 
was  necessary.  He  suggested  the  setting 
up  of  local  pharmaceutical  practice 
committees  to  decide. 

Principle  of  Freedom 

Against  the  motion  was  Mr.  G.  J. 
Hendra,  Cornwall,  who  believed  the 
principle  of  freedom  was  involved  — 
there  were  those  who  wanted  protec- 
tion against  everything.  If  licences  were 
granted  by  a  committee  the  public 
might  get  the  sort  of  service  they  com- 
plained about  from  post  offices  and 
whether  the  private  pharmacist  would 
get  one  would  depend  upon  his  ability 
to  compete  with   large  organisations. 

The  President  (Mr.  Allen  Alding- 
ton) said  that  planned  distribution  was 
Council  policy.  But  a  quick  solution 
could  not  be  expected  as  a  strong 
case  had  to  be  made  out  that  benefit 
would  accrue  to  the  public.  The  au- 
thorities were,  however,  more  likely 
to  accept  the  principle  if  all  the  par- 
ties involved  found  it  acceptable  — 
and  that  meant  lengthy  consultations. 
Mr.  Aldington  said  it  was  hoped  to 
present  a  complete  plan  "in  the  fairly 
near  future."  The  motion  received  a 
large  majority  in  favour. 

The  meeting  then  agreed  to  Mr. 
Hunter's  proposition  that  group  phar- 
maceutical practice  was  in  the  public 
interest  and  that  Council  should  pro- 


tect those  in  such  an  undertaking.  He 
said  that  there  was  nothing  to  prevent 
others  from  jumping  in  to  the  area  of 
vacated  premises  when  pharmacies 
merged.  The  President  pointed  out 
the  need  for  care  to  ensure  that  "pro- 
tection" brought  readily  recognisable 
benefit  to  the  public 

Not  Supported  by  Branch 

The  next  motion,  calling  for  Coun- 
cil's acceptance  in  principle  of  part- 
time  pharmacies  in  rural  areas  was  in 
the  unusual  position  of  not  having 
the  support  of  the  Branch  proposing 
it,  West  Hertfordshire.  Mrs.  B.  A. 
Neal,  who  seconded,  said  that  it  had 
been  put  forward  by  a  meeting  atten- 
ded by  few  members  but  was  later 
rejected  by  a  larger  meeting.  However, 
Mr.  K.  Jenkins,  Bovingdon  presented 
the  motion  saying  that  there  were 
villages  of  1,000-3,000  population  which 
had  no  pharmaceutical  service.  A 
proper  pattern  of  pharmacy  distribu- 
tion must  give  lead  to  the  needs  of 
areas  that  could  not  support  a  full- 
time  pharmacist.  Peak  periods  of  dis- 
pensing coincided  with  doctors'  sur- 
geries and  half  a  pharmacist's  time 
was  occupied  by  functions  not  re- 
quiring his  training.  Doctors,  on  the 
other  hand,  were  dissipating  their  ener- 
gies in  dispensing  —  could  medicine 
afford  that  digression  into  areas  in 
which  it  was  not  trained?  Mr.  lenkins 
said  he  had  registered  a  pharmacy 
which  was  open  for  dispensing  two 
hours  a  day  and  when  he  was  not 
present  offered  "normal  chemist 
items,"  other  then  poisons.  After  six 
months  it  was  just  viable  but  offered 
a  service  to  the  elderly.  The  pharmacy, 
as  distinct  from  the  shop,  could  be 
separated  by  lock  and  key  in  his 
absence  and  under  those  conditions  the 
legal  department  of  the  Society  had 
given  conditional  assent  to  it. 

The  President  said  that  the  matter 
of  part-time  pharmacies  was  being 
considered  as  part  of  the  overall  plan 
and  might  be  relevant  to  housing 
estates  and  suburban  areas  as  well 
as  rural  areas.  Health  Service  contract 
hours  for  less  than  the  normal  had 
to  be  approved  by  the  area's  hours 
of  service  committee.  At  the  sugges- 
tion of  Mr.  W.  F.  Patterson,  Shef- 
field, the  motion  was  amended  to 
apply  to  areas  "where  no  satisfactory 
pharmaceutical  service  exists."  Mr. 
M.  E.  Q.  James,  Southend,  held  that 
the  motion  was  irrelevant  to  "com- 
muterland."  Despite  the  West  Herts 
reservations,  however,  this  motion  was 
approved  by  large  majority. 


Changes  in  the  Society's  Council 
were  proposed  by  Mr.  K.  W.  Youinos, 
Somerset  County  Branch.  His  motion 
asked  that  the  Council  "should  fully 
investigate  the  structure  of  the  Council 
with  a  view  to  ensuring  a  measure  of 
regional  representation  in  addition  to 
individual  representation."  Mr.  Youings 
stressed  the  "two-tier"  nature  of  the 
proposition  and  pointed  out  that  the 
Guild  of  Public  Pharmacists  council 
was  composed  in  that  way.  Members 
were  more  likely  to  have  knowledge 
of  and  confidence  in  regional  Council 
members  —  there  were  members  who 
had  "not  held  their  seats  with  the 
support  of  those  who  know  them  best." 
In  the  current  election,  "electioneering" 
had  been  witnessed  —  the  emergence 
of  a  group  of  candidates  pledged  to 
act  in  concord  with  one  another. 
There  was  a  danger  of  caucus  politics. 
Mr.  J.  B.  Grosset  (chairman,  Organi- 
sation Committee)  said  a  similar  pro- 
posal had  been  before  representatives' 
meetings  on  ten  occasions  since  the 
War  but  only  twice  accepted.  In  the 
recent  past  members  from  each  section 
of  practice  and  a  spread  of  areas  was 
represented.  Regionally-elected  Coun- 
cillors would  not  have  the  power  of 
a  national  vote  behind  them  and  might 
become  preoccupied  with  regional  mat- 
ters. There  might  be  difficulty  in 
securing  suitable  candidates.  If  any 
area  felt  it  was  not  represented  then 
it  only  had  to  organise  its  forces,  select 
a  candidate  carefully,  and  if  he  were 
of  a  calibre  that  recommended  him 
to  the  electorate,  they  would  get  their 
representation. 

Union  Not  Ineffective 

Mr.  James  thought  the  National 
Pharmaceutical  Union  executive  could 
not  be  said  to  be  ineffective  through 
being  constituted  regionally.  Mr.  D. 
R.  Evans,  Cardiff,  considered  that 
Council  should  have  thirty-six  mem- 
bers —  twenty-four  regionally  elected 
and  twelve  (who  could  form  the  basis 
for  sectional  representation)  nationally. 
Mr.  J.  Stewart,  Glasgow,  said  that 
Scotland  was  in  a  priviledged  position 
having  its  own  effective  executive  but 
if  Scotland  produced  members  of  the 
stature  and  character  that  warranted 
them  being  on  Council  there  was  "no 
trouble"  in  getting  them  elected.  Mr. 
J.  T.  Mearns,  Bath,  then  had  approved 
an  amendment  seeking  investigation 
also  of  the  electoral  system.  The 
motion  was  carried. 

The  next  motion,  seeking  to  ensure 
continuous  Council  representation  for 
private     general     practice,  company

pharmacy  hospital,  industrial  and  aca- 
demic, received  little  support  at  the 
vote.  Proposing  on  behalf  of  West 
Herts.  Mr.  Jenkins  said  Council  had 
deteriorated  through  having  in  its  ranks 
too  many  people  claiming  to  represent 
the  small  retailer.  Mr.  Mearns  claimed 
that  the  problem  could  be  solved  by 
a  suitable  electoral  system  [he  favours 
the  transferable  vote  and  offered  to 
address  Council  on  the  subject].  His 
amendment  "and  the  electoral  system 
be  modified"  was  accepted  by  the 
proposer.  Mr.  T.  D.  Clarke,  Man- 
chester, opposed  on  the  grounds  that 
sectional  representatives  would  become 
mouthpieces  of  their  organisations, 
producing  the  "worst  possible  Council." 
Mr.  P.  Crees,  Birmingham,  pointed  out 
that  there  was  already  adequate 
machinery  for  Council  to  be  made 
aware  of  sectional  opinions,  for 
example  through  the  Practice  Com- 
mittee. Mr.  A.  G.  Gordon,  Leeds, 
said  the  motion  was  an  attempt  to  em- 
phasise the  differences  in  the  profes- 
sion when  it  had  been  the  policy  to 
create  one  whole.  The  motion  was 
lost. 

By  a  narrow  majority  the  meeting 
agreed  that  the  results  of  the  Council 
election  should  be  announced  on  the 
day  of  the  annual  meeting  so  that  in- 
terest would  be  stimulated.  Mr.  M.  J. 
Bran,  Swindon,  briefly  proposed  the 
motion  but  Mr.  Grosset  then  gave 
as  the  Council's  reason  for  the  change 
from  the  earlier  procedure  the  wish 
to  prevent  the  possibility  of  a  presi- 
dent having  to  take  the  chair  at  the 
meeting,  and  the  representatives'  meet- 
ing, after  having  been  defeated  at  the 
election.  The  by-law  change  had  been 
publicised  for  the  required  sixty  days 
and  "not  a  whisper  of  complaint  or 
objection"  had  been  received.  The 
Society  was  trying  to  create  a  status 
for  pharmacy  in  the  minds  of  im- 
portant people  in  Britain  yet  the 
motion  asked  the  Council  to  go  back 
to  the  Privy  Council  and  say  "we 
want  to  revert." 

Post-graduate  Training 

On  behalf  of  three  branches  — 
Folkestone.  Northumbrian  and  Thanet, 
Mr.  H.  Mackley,  Northumbrian, 
moved  that  the  Society  "should  in- 
vestigate methods  of  control  of  the 
conditions  applying  throughout  post- 
graduate training."  He  said  there  was 
no  purpose  in  a  trainee  spending 
twelve  months  in  a  passive  minor 
role  —  broadly  based  experience  was 
required  and  could  only  be  obtained 
in  premises  giving  adequate  oppor- 
tunity and  guidance.  It  was  necessary  to 
establish  the  Society's  responsibility  for 
the  approval  and  inspection  of  pre- 
mises for  training.  Mr.  R.  Odd, 
Thanet.  urged  that  a  comprehensive 
syllabus  of  training  be  drawn  up  and 
that  inspection  of  progress  be  carried 
out  either  by  the  Society's  inspectors, 
by  examination  or  by  submission  of 
a  thesis  on  completion  of  training. 
Mr.  J.  W.  B.  Fish,  Folkestone,  thought 
that  an  insight  into  retail,  hospital 
and  manufacturing  pharmacy  would 
encourage  movement  of  pharmacists 
between  the  branches  of  the  profession. 

Giving  the  Council's  view,  Mr. 
Balmford      (chairman,  Registration 


Committee)  said  there  had  been  "un- 
foreseen difficulties"  with  a  draft 
scheme  that  had  been  submitted  to  the 
Privy  Council.  A  strict  schedule  of 
training  was  considered  unwise  as  the 
year  was  regarded  rather  as  "pre- 
registration  experience"  and  too  strin- 
gent training  might  disuade  graduates 
whose  employment  did  not  require 
them  to  register  from  undertaking  the 
year.  The  suggestion  of  Mr.  J.  A. 
Box,  Leicester,  that  "practical"  should 
be  substituted  for  "post-graduate"  was 
accepted,  thus  allowing  for  the  new 
"sandwich"  courses. 

Mr.  A.  Roxburgh,  Ayrshire,  moved 
that  branches  should  only  be  allowed 
to  submit  one  resolution  to  the  re- 
presentatives' meeting,  to  allow  ade- 
quate time  for  discussion.  Mr.  Gros- 
set believed  the  object  was  being 
largely  fulfilled  by  the  meeting  in 
January  of  representatives  submitting 
motions.  A  branch  might  have  more 
than  one  worthwhile  motion.  Mr.  J. 
Tomlinson,  Manchester,  suggested  that 
branches  should  indicate  a  preference 
for  their  motions.  The  motion  was 
lost. 

Mrs.  E.  Lucas  Smith,  Slough, 
moved  that  the  Council  should  "assist 
the  pharmacist  to  fulfil  his  role  as  a 
source  of  pharmaceutical  product  in- 
formation. Not  all  members  had  a 
new  copy  of  Martindale,"  she  claimed 
(cries  of  "shame").  Mrs.  Lucas  Smith 
wanted  it  to  be  obligatory  upon  mem- 
bers to  keep  a  filing  system  with  the 
Society  providing  a  weekly  product 
list  of  the  same  type  as  M.l.M.S.  The 
President  pointed  out  the  cost  and 
said  the  Society  would  not  finance 
such  a  list  from  advertising.  The  motion 
was  lost. 

Afternoon  Session 

First  motion  to  be  taken  during  the 
afternoon  session  was  from  the  Cam- 
bridge and  Huntingdon  Branch  calling 
on  the  Council  to  continue  to  pursue 
with  the  appropriate  authorities  the 
problem  of  rural  dispensing.  Mr.  F. 
Battersby  proposing  said  that  a  phar- 
maceutical dispensing  service  should 
be  the  only  one  allowed  in  rural  areas. 
If  the  Minister  of  Health  had  meant 
what  he  said  when  he  laid  it  down  as 
a  principle  that  doctors  should  pre- 
scribe and  pharmacists  dispense  there 
would  be  no  problem  to  resolve.  Main 
problem  was  the  fact  that  persons  out- 
side the  one  mile  limit  were  not  aware 
that  they  had  a  choice  in  where  their 
prescriptions  should  be  dispensed. 

More  important,  the  provision  of  a 
National  Health  Service  dispensing  ser- 
vice by  pharmacists,  could  stand  or 
fall  by  the  outcome  of  the  rural  areas 
question.  Attempts  at  a  takeover  were 
being  made  by  doctors.  Mr.  R.  Green 
seconding  asked  for  a  serious  con- 
sideration of  the  points  put  forward 
by  the  proposer — what  was  happening 
in  the  country  today  could  so  easily 
happen  in  the  towns  tomorrow. 

Mr.  C.  H.  Brunning,  Wrexham,  em- 
phasising the  fact  that  doctors  would 
"pinch  my  dispensing  even  if  they 
were  my  brother"  said  he  proposed 
writing  to  his  Member  of  Parliament 
to  see  if  he  could  get  the  case  taken 
up  by  the  Ombudsman.  Nowhere  in 
Part  VIII  of  the  National  Health  Ser- 


vice (General  Medical  and  Pharma- 
ceutical Services)  Regulations  did  it 
say  that  a  doctor  could  elect  to  dis- 
pense. Yet.  he  estimated,  about  8,000 
had  chosen  to  do  so  without  authority. 

Question  of  Ethics 

Mr.  E.  Jobson  asked  what  was  the 
ethics  of  a  situation  where  a  doctor 
could  write  a  prescription  and  his  wife 
dispense  it,  the  remuneration  from  both 
transactions  going  into  the  pockets  of 
members  of  the  same  household. 

Explaining  the  present  position  in 
negotiations  on  rural  dispensing. 

Mr.  J.  P.  Kerr  (chairman.  Practice 
Committee)  said  that  the  Council  sym- 
pathised with  the  aspirations  of  mem- 
bers. In  August  1966  Council  had  writ- 
ten to  the  Minister  about  the  problem. 
By  September  draft  regulations  had 
been  submitted  to  them  which,  in 
three  weeks  time,  they  returned  with 
"improvements."  They  had  not  yet 
received  a  reply  although  they  had 
pursued  the  matter  practically  monthly. 
In  December  1967  they  had  asked  for 
a  standstill  in  transfers  from  prescrib- 
ing to  dispensing  lists  pointing  out  that 
the  Minister  was  merely  aggravating 
the  problem  he  was  being  asked  to 
solve.  They  had  received  an  unsatis- 
factory reply  but  on  March  26  the 
Minister  agreed  that  there  had  been 
undue  delay  on  the  negotiations.  The 
draft  regulations  would  abolish  the  one 
mile  limit  and  the  deciding  factor 
would  become  whether  a  person  would 
be  seriously  inconvenienced  in  getting 
a  prescription  dispensed.  When  that 
situation  arrived  rural  pharmacists 
must  make  sure  that  they  elected  to 
the  committees  that  decided  individual 
cases  persons  who  were  prepared  to 
fight  for  rural  pharmacy  locally. 

Mr.  J.  A.  Box,  Leicester,  said  that 
pharmacists  should  make  sure  the  pub- 
lic knew  the  facts  and  that  they  real- 
ised that  pharmacists  were  dispensers 
and  not  the  doctors. 

The  motion  was  carried  with  one 
abstention. 

A  Portsmouth  Branch  motion  wanted 
the  attention  of  manufacturers  and 
wholesalers  drawn  to  the  need  to 
supply  medicines  in  containers  sealed 
in  such  a  way  as  to  allow  easy  detec- 
tion of  tampering  with  the  pack  during 
transit.  Mr.  A.  Bull  said  that  he  had 
been  amazed  to  find  in  a  recent  check 
that  two-thirds  of  all  products  received 
in  his  pharmacy  were  not  adequately 
sealed.  He  felt  that  as  teenagers  were 
often  involved  in  handling  packs  of 
medicines  there  was  a  potential  danger 
of  pilferage.  It  was  impossible  to  check 
each  pack  individually  on  receipt.  Mr. 
E.  Adams  formally  seconded.  An 
amendment  deleting  the  words  "and 
wholesalers"  was  proposed  by  Mr.  P. 
Crees,  Birmingham,  and  seconded  by 
Mr.  A.  M.  Moseley.  Mrs.  E.  J.  M. 
Leigh,  Liverpool,  confirmed  that  pil- 
ferage was  taking  place  in  Liverpool, 
deficiencies  had  been  found  in  packs  of 
tablets  received  by  a  pharmacist  in  the 
city.  Manufacturers  had  been  informed 
and  some  had  actually  done  something 
about  it.  Others,  though,  had  said  that 
it  would  be  necessary  to  wait  for  two 
years  until  they  changed  their  pack. 
Mr.  Woolgar  pointed  out  that  whole- 
salers had  been  included  because  they 
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dealt  in  broken  bulk  and  it  was  felt 
that  any  packs  dispatched  by  them 
should  also  be  suitably  sealed.  The 
amendment  was  lost  and  the  original 
motion  carried. 

Pack  Sizes 

A  second  motion  from  Portsmouth 
asked  manufacturers  to  consider  reduc- 
ing the  size  of  packs  of  amphetamines 
and  similar  drugs  so  that  smaller  stocks 
could  be  held  by  pharmacists  if  neces- 
sary. Mr.  Adams  suggested  that  where 
the  minimum  pack  was  now  500  a  100 
size  should  be  available  so  as  to  reduce 
the  risk  of  theft.  Mr.  Woolgar  said 
that  several  amphetamine  type  drugs 
were  availabe  as  100's  or  1,000's.  An 
intermediate  size  would  be  convenient 
to  avoid  having  to  claim  for  the  100 
size  and  reduce  the  risk  of  being  left 
with  surplus  stock. 

From  the  platform,  Mr.  Kerr  said 
that  Council  sympathised  with  the 
spirit  of  the  emotion  but  there  seemed 
to  be  some  inconsistency,  the  proposer 
wanted  a  pack  of  100,  the  second  one 
between  100  and  1,000.  Mr.  W.  L. 
Phelps,  Southend,  agreed  with  the 
motion  in  principle  but  pointed  out 
that  larger  packs  would  have  to  dis- 
appear from  catalogues  or  the  pricing 
bureau  would  say  that  the  dispensing 
should  have  been  done  from  that  size 
pack.  The  motion  was  carried. 

Hertford  Branch  wanted  Council  to 
meet  the  cost  of  printing  branch  news- 
letters. Proposer,  Mr.  J.  Kirby  said 
that  his  was  an  average  size  branch 
but  was  lucky  to  have  the  use  of 
rooms  placed  at  their  disposal  by  com- 
panies in  the  pharmaceutical  industry. 
About  half  the  branch  grant  was 
spent  on  the  newsletter — exclusive  of 
typing  envelopes,  etc.  It  would  be  im- 
possible to  produce  a  newsletter  with- 
out the  help  provided  by  the  industry. 
A  newsletter,  he  suggested  could  help 
solve  the  problem  of  communication 
between  Council  and  members  allow- 
ing information  to  be  passed  on  that 
could  not  appear  in  the  Society's 
journal  owing  to  its  availability  to  the 
public.  He  also  felt  a  greater  exchange 
of  newsletters  would  help  although 
that  would  involve  great  expense.  Mr. 
A.  A.  da  Silva  seconding,  said  the 
branch  had  produced  three  to  four 
newsletters  per  year  for  the  past  few 
years — it  had  been  time  consuming  but 
interesting.  The  stumbling  block  was 
money. 

Mr.  M.  E.  O.  James,  Southend,  said 
his  branch  produced  four  to  six  news- 
letters a  year.  They  would  prefer  a 
minimum  of  six  but  needed  more 
money.  Speaking  for  a  small  branch 
of  110  members  Mr.  R.  M.  Howitt, 
Hounslow,  said  that  half  their  grant 
was  spent  on  telling  members  about 
the  Society  and  half  on  such  items  as 
rooms.  They  had  succeeded  in  buying 
their  own  duplicating  equipment  and 
produced  a  newsletter  of  eight  pages 
with  two  covers.  Mr.  J.  I.  Mitchell, 
Leeds,  reluctantly  opposed  the  motion 
as  he  felt  the  payment  was  already 
received  in  the  form  of  the  branch 
grant.  Leeds  had  found  it  possible  to 
produce  a  newsletter  giving  all  neces- 
sary news  and  including  a  letter  column 
at  4d.  per  letter  plus  3d.  post.  Any 
branch  should  be  able  to  afford  that 


much  out  of  its  levy.  If  any  branch 
was  unable  to  do  so  he  was  sure  mach- 
inery existed  to  provide  a  supplemen- 
tary grant  so  that  they  were  not  too 
much  out  of  pocket.  Mr.  H.  Machley 
speaking  as  Editor  of  a  newsletter  was 
also  unable  to  support  the  motion  and 
Mr.  I.  M.  W.  Caldwell,  Glasgow 
also  opposed. 

Mr.  J.  N.  G.  Davies  proposed  that 
the  Society  itself  should  print  news- 
letters for  those  branches  who  wanted 
them. 

Mr.  H.  Steinman  (treasurer)  could 
give  no  undertaking  that  the  Society's 
finances  were  adequate  to  support  the 
motion.  It  was  not  the  intention  to 
increase  the  statutory  fee  in  the  next 
year  but  great  economy  must  be  exer- 
cised. 

The  amendment,  being  put  to  the 
vote,  was  lost. 

Mr.  N.  W.  Durber,  North  Stafford- 
shire proposed  a  further  amendment 
that  the  Society  should  pay  50  per 
cent,  of  the  cost  of  printing  each  news- 
letter up  to  a  maximum  of  £25.  The 
amendment  was  lost  as  was  the 
motion. 

Homes  For  Aged 

Mr.  N.  Herdman,  Finchley,  moved 
that  the  Society  be  requested  to  in- 
vestigate ways  and  means  of  partici- 
pating with  appropriate  professional 
organisations  in  maintaining  homes  for 
aged  members,  active  or  infirm.  Mr. 
Herdman  said  that  one  of  the  marks 
of  a  civilised  professional  society  was 
how  well  it  looked  after  its  elder 
citizens.  He  was  not  asking  for  any- 
thing unconstitutional — the  charter 
specifically  empowered  the  Society  to 
see  to  the  welfare  of  its  members.  He 
pointed  out  the  therapeutic  advantages 
of  companionship.  For  members  who 
wanted  such  a  service  he  would  like 
to  see  independent  bungalows  pro- 
vided. Some  members,  he  felt,  would 
be  prepared  to  pay  more  for  their  up- 
keep than  the  Society  needed  to  pro- 
vide. Mr.  A.  King  formally  seconded. 

The  Vice-president  (Mr.  A. 
Howells)  assured  Mr.  Herdman  that 
the  Council  were  quite  willing  to 
accept  the  motion  and  were  actively 
investigating  the  matter.  They  had  in 
mind  the  Crossways  Trust. 

The  motion  was  carried. 

Bristol  Branch  wished  to  see  regi- 
stered names  for  drugs  restricted  to 
the  dicoverer  and  initial  seller.  All 
other  manufacturers  should  use  the 
international  or  British  non-propriet- 
ary name  unless  licensed  by  the  owner 
to  use  the  registered  name.  The  effect 
said  Mr.  D.  Price  Allen  would  be 
that  pharmacists  would  only  need  to 
keep  two  brands  of  a  drug  in  stock. 
Doctors  would  welcome  the  simplifica- 
tion and  the  public  would  be  pleased. 
The  only  opposition  would  come  from 
those  who  imported  foreign  materials 
and  marketed  them  under  their  own 
name.  Mr.  P.  F.  Jolliffe  explained 
that  the  motion  had  originated  during 
discussions  on  the  Sainsbury  report 
and  it  might  now  be  superfluous. 

Mr.  A.  Downie,  Reigate  and  Red- 
hill,  said  he  had  found  the  motion 
a  little  difficult  to  interpret.  He  believed 
it  would  restrict  the  doctor's  freedom 
to  prescribe  as  he  thought  best.  He 


also  feared  it  would  have  a  damaging 
effect  on  pharmaceutical  exports — 
Europe  and  North  America  were 
brand  name  oriented.  Mr.  A.  R.  G. 
Channings,  Brighton,  asked  that  the 
use  of  the  terms  medicine  or  medi- 
cinal substance  be  adhered  to  and  that 
"drug"  with  its  emotional  connotations 
should  be  avoided.  80  per  cent,  of  new 
drugs,  he  pointed  out,  came  from 
abroad.  They  were  immediately  pro- 
vided with  both  brand  and  generic 
names. 

Mr.  Kerr  told  the  meeting  that 
Council  felt  that  although  the  motion 
would  be  relatively  simple  to  apply  to 
single  materials  there  would  be  dif- 
ficulty with  compound  substances.  It 
was  too  simple  a  solution  to  a  dif- 
ficult problem.  The  motion  was  lost. 

Film  On  Addiction 

A  motion  from  Sheffield  proposed 
by  Mr.  W.  F.  Patterson  called  on 
the  Society  to  approach  other  inter- 
ested bodies  with  a  view  to  sponsoring 
a  film  on  drug  addiction.  The  two 
films  currently  available  were  treated 
by  audiences  as  entertainment.  A  new 
film  would  have  propaganda  value  for 
the  Society  but  other  bodies  should  be 
approached  because  of  the  cost  of  film 
making.  Mr.  K.  Larder  seconded. 

Mr.  Grosset  said  that  Council 
would  be  reluctant  to  support  the 
motion  as  such  a  film  would  be  likely 
to  cause  an  increase  in  addiction.  A 
film  showing  the  relationship  between 
smoking  and  lung  cancer  had  had  little 
effect  on  tobacco  consumption.  Mr. 
Phelps,  Southend,  reminded  the  meet- 
ing that  the  Committee  of  Drug 
Dependence  had  advised  against 
mounting  a  campaign  to  combat  addic- 
tion. 

The  motion  was  lost. 

Miss  V.  Lavis-Jones,  Wrexham 
proposed  that  the  meeting  accept  the 
principle  that  medicines  and  medical 
equipment  in  current  use  should  be 
donated  to  under-developed  countries. 
She  was  appalled  at  the  waste  of  pub- 
lic money  in  obsolete  equipment  and 
materials  both  in  hospitals  and  retail 
pharmacies.  It  was  natural  that  doc- 
tors and  nurses  should  insist  on  the  use 
of  the  latest  equipment  and  materials 
but  such  items  as  operating  tables 
could  be  useful  to,  for  instance,  mis- 
sion hospitals.  She  was  not  suggesting 
donations  to  government  sponsored 
hospitals. 

Mr.  C.  H.  Brunning  seconded  say- 
ing that  he  anticipated  opposition  from 
"the  legal  minds  up  there." 

Mr.  Kerr  told  him  that  the  Council 
had  no  objection  on  the  score  of  medi- 
cal equipment  so  long  as  it  had  not 
been  discarded  owing  to  danger  in  its 
use.  It  was.  however,  no  job  of  "the 
platform"  to  lead  people  into  action 
against  the  law  on  drugs.  What  should 
be  done  was  to  send  the  right  drugs 
in  the  right  quantities  to  the  right  place 
at  the  right  time.  That  could  not  be 
done  by  collecting  unwanted  drugs 
from  chemists  shops. 

An  amendment  by  Mr.  R.  M. 
Howitt,  Hounslow,  proposing  the 
deletion  of  the  words  "medicines  and" 
was  carried. 

The  motion  was  carried  as  amended.

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Prescription  Charges 

MINISTRY  OF  HEALTH'S  PAY  OFFER  TO  CONTRACTORS 


THE  Central  N.H.S.  (Chemist  Con- 
tractors) Committee  has  consulted 
Local  Pharmaceutical  Committees  on 
the  Ministry  of  Health's  offer  on  pay- 
ment for  extra  work  involved  in  col- 
lecting prescription  charges  and  operat- 
ing the  interim  exemption  scheme.  The 
offer  is  as  follows  :  — 

(i)  From  June  10  to  August  31,  an 
additional  Id.  per  prescription  for 
every     prescription     (exempt  and 

non-exempt)  dispensed. 

(ii)  From  September  1  on-cost  allow- 
ance increased  to  11   per  cent. 

An  allowance  of  Old.  per  prescrip- 
tion (0-3d.  to  special  rural  area  chemists) 
as  reimbursement  for  uncollected  charges. 

An  inquiry  to  verify  the  allowances  to 
be  held  so  soon  as  possible.  Any  result- 
ing upward  adjustment  would  be  retro- 
spective but  not  a  downward  adjustment. 

Supplementary  Information 

The  following  supplementary  infor- 
mation on  the  operation  of  the  scheme 
has  been  supplied  by  the  Central 
N.H.S.  Committee  (see  also  C.  &  D., 
May  4,  p.  390,  May  11,  p.  413  and 
May  18,  p.  432).  The  relevant  statutory 
instrument — The  National  Health  Ser- 
vice (Charges  for  Drugs  and  Appli- 
ances) Regulations,  1968  (No.  759) 
were  published  by  H.M.  Stationery 
Office  (price  Is.)  on  May  20.  "Bulk" 
prescriptions  to  schools  and  institu- 
tions in  accordance  with  E.C.N.  36 
carry  no  charge.  There  is  no  charge 
for  test  prescriptions.  Supplies  of 
receipt  form  E.C.57  in  pads  for  2s.  6d., 
5s.  and  7s.  6d.  are  being  supplied  to 
chemists  for  use  by  persons  seeking 
refund  of  the  charge.  The  form,  which 
must  carry  the  patient's  name  and  the 
name  and  address  of  the  pharmacy, 
must  be  asked  for  by  the  patient  when 
he  pays  the  charge.  A  notice  to  that 
effect  for  display  is  being  supplied  by 
the  Chemist  Contractors'  Committee. 
Supplies  of  form  E.C.91,  the  general 
explanatory  leaflet  on  exemptions  and 
refunds,  will  be  available  to  chemists 
on  request  to  their  Executive  Council. 

The  Chemist  Contractors'  Commit- 
tee advise  that  where  a  patient  pre- 
sents a  form  ordering  two  or  more 
items  and  is  unable  or  unwilling  to  pay 
the  full  charge  he  should  be  referred 
back  to  the  doctor.  Chemists  should 
not  have  to  decide  what  part  of  the 
ordered  treatment  is  "necessary."  If  a 
patient  takes  and  pays  for  only  part 
of  his  treatment  and  returns  offering  to 
pay  for  the  balance  after  those  items 
have  been  struck  out  a  fresh  prescrip- 
tion should  be  asked  for. 

Dressings  or  appliances  that  would 
cost  less  than  2s.  6d.  if  ordered  on  a 
private  prescription  may  be  supplied 
on  a  retail  basis.  The  item  should  be 
deleted  and  the  form  marked  NS 
before  being  submitted  for  pricing. 
Chemists  in  rural  arc  's  who  wish  to 
accept  stamps  instead  of  cash  should 
apply  to  their  Executive  Council  for 
permission  to  do  so. 

Forms  will  in  general  be  sorted  as 
before  except  that  they  should  be 
sorted    rnto   exempt   and  non-exempt 
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bundles.  Forms  E.C.10  DTS  should  be 
placed  in  the  exempt  bundle.  For  June 
1968  it  will  also  be  necessary  to  sepa- 
rate forms  dispensed  up  to  and  includ- 
ing June  9.

Orders  marked  *  include  one  or 
more  "no  charge''  prescriptions.  Care 
should  be  taken  to  declare  all  "no 
charge"  prescriptions  correctly.  Apart 
from  orders  for  oxygen  equipment  and 
cylinders,  which  count  as  one  prescrip- 
tion but  where  each  cylinder  of  oxygen 
carries  a  fee,  the  number  of  "no 
charge"  prescriptions  to  be  declared  is 
the  number  of  items  carrying  a  fee  but 
no  prescription  charge.  Each  cylinder 
of  oxygen  after  the  first  is  a  "no 
charge"  prescription. 

The  total  number  of  "no  charge" 
prescriptions  (i.e.  the  difference  in  the 
number  of  prescriptions  for  pricing 
purposes  and  the  number  for  charge 
purposes)  should  be  declared  separately 
on  the  invoice  form  E.C.  34A.  Until  a 
space  is  provided  on  the  E.C.  34A,  the 
entry  should  be  written  in,  e.g.  "Num- 
ber of  no  charge  prescriptions  in 
Group  2,  16." 

Failure  to  declare  the  correct  num- 
ber of  "no  charge"  prescriptions  may 
result  in  the  deduction  of  prescription 
charges  by  the  Executive  Council 
where  none  has  been  collected. 

MANUFACTURERS' 
ACTIVITIES 

Goods  by  Air  to  N.  Ireland.  —  To 

speed  up  consignments  of  their  phar- 
maceutical and  veterinary  products  to 
Northern  Ireland,  Smith  Kline  and 
French  Laboratories,  Ltd.  have  decided 
to  turn  over  exclusively  to  air  freight. 
Consignments  are  picked  up  by  air 
freight  agents,  on  a  Wednesday  and 
most  of  the  deliveries  are  made  on  the 
Thursday  in  Belfast,  and  even  the  re- 
moter areas  are  guaranteed  delivery 
within  48  hours.  To  offset  the  slightly 
higher  charges  by  air  freight,  the  com- 
pany's fourteen  delivery  outlets  agreed 
to  plan  further  ahead  and  order  in  bulk 
once  a  month.  The  outlets  were  then 
divided  into  two  groups  —  one  order- 
ing on  the  first  of  each  month,  the 
other  group  on  the  fifteenth. 
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SHOP  EQUIPMENT  EXHIBITION 

Decimalisation  the  keynote 


OPENING  on  April  22,  the  day  before 
Britain's  first  decimal  coins  became 
available  to  the  public,  Shopshow 
International  '68  demonstrated  how 
suppliers  of  shop  equipment  are  pre- 
paring for  the  1971  change-over. 

At  a  reception  on  the  opening  day 
the  chairman  of  the  Decimal  Currency 
Board  (Lord  Fiske)  said  the  Board  felt 
that  the  great  majority  of  people  would 
find  no  difficulty  with  the  new  coins, 
but  there  might  well  be  some  difficulty 
particularly  among  groups  such  as  the 
elderly.  The  co-operation  and  com- 
monsense  of  retailers  was  relied  on, 
in  cash  transactions  with  the  public, 
to  give  guidance  and  reassurance. 

Souvenir  sets  of  five  of  the  decimal 
coins  would  be  going  on  sale  through 
banks  and  main  post  offices  within  the 
next  few  weeks.  For  organisations 
needing  them  for  training  purposes, 
testing  of  machines  and  so  on,  bulk 
supplies  of  the  coins  were  being  made 
available — it  was  hoped  by  late  sum- 
mer. 

Machine  conversion  was  urgent. 
Unless  machine  users  consulted  their 
suppliers  now  about  their  1971  mach- 
ine needs,  many  who  wanted  to  "be 
decimal"  quickly  might  not  be  able  to 
do  so,  and  might  find  themselves  at  a 
disadvantage  in  relation  to  com- 
petitors. Staff  training  need  not  start 
yet,  but  would  need  to  be  considered 
well  ahead  of  decimalisation. 

Among  the  exhibitors  Alcan  (U.K.) 
Ltd.,  30  Berkeley  Square,  London, 
W.l,  in  a  "Shop  for  Tomorrow,"  pro- 
vided the  "first  full-scale  decimal  shop 
in  London".  Token  decimal  coins  were 
provided  with  which  to  purchase  goods 
including  cosmetics.  Tickets  were  dual- 
priced  and  cash  registers  decimalised, 
and  "customers"  were  provided  with 
conversion  tables.  Visitors  to  the 
stand  were  also  invited  to  "build  their 
own  shopfront"  by  turning  knobs  on  a

"dial-a-design"  machine.  The  working 
model  allowed  almost  every  compon- 
ent in  a  shopfront  to  be  varied  (door 
position,  height  and  width  of  risers, 
cross  members,  width  of  shop).  With 
sliding  panels  the  colour  of  the  fascia 
could  be  changed  and  interior  displays 
appropriate  to  the  type  of  retailing 
could  be  projected  behind  the  shop 
window.  Still  another  feature  of  the 
Alcan  stand  was  an  "instant  design" 
service,   providing   any   retailer  who 


bought  a  photograph  of  his  present 
shopfront  with  a  free  sketch  design 
by  a  team  of  experts. 

Gross  Cash  Registers,  Ltd., 
Hollingbury,  Brighton,  6,  Sussex, 
showed  their  new  Ambassador  electric 
itemising  registers  incorporating  a 
wide  variety  of  optional  features  and 
easily  converted  to  decimal  currency, 
as  are  the  company's  Executive  range 
of  press-down  registers. 

National  Cash  Register  Co.,  Ltd., 
206  Marylebone  Road,  London,  N.W.I, 
were  available  to  discuss  retailers' 
decimalisation  problems  and  showed  a 
number  of  their  Point  range  of  mach- 
ines that  were  convertible  to  decimal 
units. 

Tickopres  retail  systems  division  of 
Norprint,  Ltd.,  showed  price-marking 
machines,  including  the  twinhead  A3 
overprinter,  which  overprints  in  two 
colours  tickets  in  reels,  making  it  suit- 
able for  overprinting  "old"  and  deci- 
mal prices  in  different  colours  on  a 
single  label. 

Falconcraft,  Ltd.,  89  Hainault 
Road,  Romford,  Essex,  displayed 
stainless  steel  price  ticket  sections  and 
tickets  printed  with  decimal  prices. 

W.  M.  Allan,  Ltd.,  Montford 
Street,  Salford,  5,  Lanes,  showed  unit 


fittings  (cupboards,  drawers,  open 
shelves  with  glass  or  timber  sliding 
doors)  finished  in  pine  veneer  finish 
with  choice  of  infill  colours.  Available 
in  three  weights,  two  lengths  and  two 
depths,  the  units  are  mounted  on 
plinth  or  on  6-  or  8-in.  legs. 

Chrome  Mesh  Equipment,  Ltd., 
Garth  Road.  Lower  Morden,  Surrey, 
showed  a  new  mirror-backed  metal 
wall  showcase  claimed  only  half  the 
price  of  its  equivalent  in  wood. 
Available  in  2-  3-  or  4-ft.  lengths,  the 
case  has  glass  sliding  doors  and  pro- 
vision to  fit  a  light. 

Ebdon  Bros.,  Ltd.,  33  Petergate, 
London,  S.W.I1,  manufacturers  of 
steel  shelving  for  twenty  years,  showed 
display  cabinets  and  case  units  for 
counters  and  storage.  Counters  equip- 
ped with  three  cupboards,  sixteen 
shelves,  or  eight  shelves  and  centre 
cupboard,  and  with  square  tubular 
steel  leg  frame  9in.  high,  are  in  stan- 
dard dimensions  6ft.  x  2ft.  x  2ft.  11  in. 
Fronts  are  plain  or  "shadow  box". 

Inter-Brax,  Ltd.,  J  ado  House, 
North  Bridge  Road,  Berkhamsted, 
Herts,  displayed  metal  shelving  with 
adjustable  self-locking  brackets  for 
shelves  horizontal,  sloping  or  (for  use 
with  glass  shelves)  light-duty.

What  doctors  are  reading  about  developments 
in  drugs  and  treatments 

CONSIDERATION  of  an  adjustment, 
during  manufacture,  of  the  phosphorus 
content  of  cow's  milk  products  for 
infants  to  a  value  close  to  that  of 
human  milk  is  recommended  by  wor- 
kers at  St.  Mary's  Hospital  Medical 
School,  London.  Prompted  by  the  be- 
lieved association  between  neonatal 
tetany  and  blood  phosphorus  and  cal- 
cium levels,  they  have  investigated  the 
effect  on  those  levels  of  feeding,  to  198 
healthy  newborn  infants,  various  com- 
monly used  milk  mixtures.  Plasma  con- 
centrations were  examined  on  the  sixth 
day  of  life  (the  time  at  which  most 
tetany  cases  occurred)  and  it  was  found 
that  when  the  infants  were  fed  "un- 
adapted"  (i.e.  mineral  content  unaltered 
— National  Dried  or  evaporated)  cow's 
milk  mixtures  28  per  cent,  showed  un- 
physiological  levels  of  blood  phospho- 
rus and  16  per  cent,  showed  hypo- 
calcaemia.  Feeding  of  "adapted"'  milk 
(SMA  or  S26)  eliminated  the  tendency 
towards  hypocalcaemia  and  "strik- 
ingly" reduced  the  hyperphosphataemia 
in  comparison  with  babies  fed  at  the 
breast  (Lancet,  May  18.  p.  1045). 

Two  bile  acids,  chenodeoxycholic 
acid  and  deoxycholic  acid,  have  been 
found  to  decrease  desire  for  food  in 
grossly  obese  patients  on  a  free  diet. 
Reporting  a  small  trial,  workers  in 
Boston,  U.S.A.,  say  that  cholic  acid 
was  indistinguishable  from  placebo 
but  that  hyodeoxycholic  acid  and  litho- 
cholic  acid  were  intermediate  in  acti- 
vity. The  anorexia  of  patients  with 
some  forms  of  liver  disease  may  be 
explained  by  raised  levels  of  bile  acids 
in  their  blood,  it  is  suggested  (Lancet, 
May  18,  p.  1066). 

The  reported  failure  of  a  Squibb 
worker  to  find  proteinaceous  impuri- 
ties in  his  own  company's  benzylpeni- 
cillin  (see  C.&  D.  May  18,  p.  460)  has 
produced  a  reply  from  Professor  G.  T. 


Stewart  (University  of  North  Carolina), 
one  of  the  authors  associated  with  test- 
ing Beecham  Research  Laboratories 
protein-free  penicillin.  He  believes  the 
statement  that  the  absence  of  impurity 
makes  the  Squibb  product  "suitable 
for  parenteral  therapy"  needs  qualify- 
ing in  that  there  is  a  question  of 
whether  the  macromolecular  residues 
found  by  both  workers — proteinaceous 
or  not — capable  of  inducing  or  elicit- 
ing allergic  responses.  Professor  Stew- 
art found  that  some  batches  of  B.P./ 
U.S.P.  sodium  and  potassium  benzyl- 
penicillins  yield  in  solution  a  complex 
of  immunochemically  active  macro- 
molecules,  partly  proteinaceous,  partly 
polymeric,  which  cam  evoke  allergic 
responses  in  miceogramme  quantities 
(Lancet,  May  18,  p.  1088). 

Paracervical  block  in  labour,  using 
0'25  per  cent,  bupivacaine  with  1  in 
400,000  adrenaline,  has  been  found  to 
give  effective  pain  relief  in  87  per  cent, 
of  cases,  reports  a  worker  at  Westmin- 
ster Hospital,  London.  Mean  average
